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COLLEGES FACING 
FUNDING FREEZE 


Building work halted as Government cash runs out 


COLLEGES throughout Kent face 
financial upheaval after funding for 
a string of multi-million pound 
rebuilding projects was pulled from 
under them. 

The Learning and Skills Council (LSC) had 
given the green light in principle for work at 
more than 100 UK colleges to begin - but the 
Government now says there is not enough 
cash to go around. 

A review has been ordered to decide which 
colleges need the funding the most, with those 
in Kent keeping their fingers crossed they will 
be allowed to stick to schedule. 

North West Kent College has already demol¬ 
ished some of the buildings at its Dartford 
campus, which it plans to replace with a £69 
million development, and is housing many of 
its students in temporary huts. 

Thanet College has spent £4m of its own 
money preparing to relocate to new premises 
and is concerned the cash may go to waste, 
while plans to start work at both Canterbury 
College and South Kent College have also 
been put on hold. 

Kent County Council leader Paul Carter 
said he hoped the blunder would not have a 
knock-on effect on other areas of education. 

He said: “It looks like the Government is 
running out of money and the LSC has over-

promised in agreeing its allocations. 

“I’m hoping the shortage of public money 
doesn’t affect our ambitious secondary schools 
rebuilding project, but luckily we have been 
ahead of the game in Kent in securing the cap¬ 
ital for the first two phases.” 

North West Kent College is rebuilding its 
campuses in Dartford and Gravesend, with 
the first of two phases at Gravesend complete 
and paid for. 

But about £10m of public money has so far 
been spent preparing the first phase at 
Dartford, where building work has now been 
suspended. 

A spokesman admitted that aspects of the 
project may have to be reconsidered as a result 
of the funding freeze, such as keeping some of 
the older buildings originally earmarked for 
demolition. 

Work on a new Thanet College at Westwood 
was due to begin in August, with more than 
£77m of the £88m needed to be funded by the 
Government. 

Thanet project director Rob Thrower said: 
“Our relocation is reliant on approval of the 
funding from the LSC, so we need some

E.ON is pushing ahead with 
Kinasnorth coal plant plans

WORK to identify underground 
pipeline routes for the transport of 
harmful gas away from Kingsnorth 
power station has begun. 

Despite not yet receiving permission to 
build its controversial new coal-fired plant on 
the Hoo Peninsula, German energy giant 
E.ON has started investigations into how 
carbon dioxide could best be sent to North 
Sea storage fields. 

The existing station at Kingsnorth is one of 
several bidding to receive grants from the 
Government, which is running a competition 
to decide on a carbon capture and storage 
(CCS) demonstration plant it will fund. 

E.ON’s CCS development manager Andy 
Read said of the pipeline survey: “We have 
had a number of desktop studies ready for a 
while but now the competition is progressing 
we need to move the process along further. 

“Initially we’ll be looking at things like pub¬ 
lic rights of way and access before we start 
talking to landowners, Medway Council and 
so on.” 

Earlier this month, Energy Secretary Ed 
Miliband was criticised for further delaying a 
decision on whether to allow the new power 
station at Kingsnorth to be built. The 
Government was originally going to give its 


answer following completion of a review into 
the readiness of CCS technology, but a second 
consultation on the UK’s coal policy has now 
also been announced. 

The Kingsnorth proposals have proved con¬ 
troversial and prompted the Climate Camp 
protest last August. Campaigners argue the 
carbon dioxide released by burning coal will 
cause untold damage to the environment. 

Speaking at a conference earlier this week, 
E.ON chief executive Paul Golby called on 
the Government to speed up the decision¬ 
making process and increase financial sup¬ 
port for CCS. 

He said: ‘While we will continue to invest 
tens of millions in pursuing our CCS develop¬ 
ment programme, we need to see a similarly 
vigorous approach to developing the financial 
incentives that need to be in place if we want 
to invest faster than the market will dictate. 

‘We remain committed to the Govern¬ 
ment’s CCS demonstration competition, 
which is a great start, but what we desper¬ 
ately need now is action. I very much hope to 
see signs of progress soon, which is why we’ve 
decided to push forward with developing 
options for our own project.” 


While E.ON was pressing for the 
Government to approve its power station 
plans, environmentalists were protesting 
against them outside the firm’s headquarters 
in Coventry. 

Among them was Nasa scientist James 
Hansen, who warned that allowing new coal- 
fired plants to be built without CCS technol¬ 
ogy being fully-developed could contribute to 
the extinction of millions of species. 

Meanwhile, green campaigners were also 
in attendance at last Sunday’s premiere of 
The Age of Stupid, a film about the effects of 
climate change. It stars Pete Postlethwaite, 
who has said he will return his OBE if the 
Kingsnorth plans are approved. 

Stuart Jeffery, Green Party parliamentary 
candidate for Maidstone and the Weald, was 
at the event. 

He said: “Let’s hope the film helps spur peo¬ 
ple into action. There’s very little time left to 
make the changes required to tackle the cli¬ 
mate crisis. I hope politicians across the 
world take note.”

immediate decisions. The college 
has committed pretty much all 
its resources, so if we do not get 
the money then we will have to 
seek more funding to replace 
what we have lost. 

“There would be significant 
issues if the project falls through 
or is delayed, and the governors 
would have to decide what 
course of action they would want 
to take. We will continue to 
ensure this important project is 
given the highest priority.” 

Canterbury College has 
already completed two phases of 


its rebuilding work at a cost of 
£50m and is thought to be wait¬ 
ing on a similar amount before 
work can begin on its third phase. 

Building work at South Kent 
College’s Ashford Learning 
Campus is also ready to begin, 
subject to receiving the £30m 
promised by the LSC. 

Responses to an Association of 
Colleges (AoC) survey from 137 of 
its members show at least £170m 
would have to be written off if 
their capital projects did not get 
the Government backing they 
were expecting. 

AoC chief executive Martin 


Doel said: “Colleges must have 
quick, clear and consistently fair 
decisions on these projects. These 
new buildings will benefit stu¬ 
dents, staff, business and com¬ 
munities across the country. 

“These colleges play a central 
role in helping the country dur¬ 
ing times of economic difficulty 
and these delays threaten to 
destabilise their efforts. 

“We encourage the Govern¬ 
ment to identify where addition¬ 
al funds might be secured to sus¬ 
tain this excellent programme 
and allow colleges to respond to 
the needs of business, individu¬ 


als and communities.” 

An LSC spokesman said: ‘We 
will consult urgently with the 
AoC and other key sector organi¬ 
sations on proposals and a 
strategy for prioritisation for 
future projects. These proposals 
and the future management of 
the programme will also reflect 
the conclusion of Sir Andrew 
Foster’s current review.” 

West Kent College, which also 
had its funding for a new build 
frozen back in December, is one 
of eight across the country told 
this week the cash it was prom¬ 
ised was safe.

A CONVICTED killer who escaped from 
prison has been found by police at a bed and 
breakfast in Medway. 

Lyndon Coles, pictured right, and 
his fiancee Nicole McMurray, 33, 
were arrested at 6pm on Thursday, 
police said. Coles, 45, escaped from 
Kirklevington Prison, Cleveland, 
last weekend, where he was serv¬ 
ing a life sentence for the murder of Shane 
George in Hull in 1994. 

He was jailed for a minimum term of 15 
years for the murder of Mr George who was 
shot dead as he opened his door. 



Virus closes ward 

A WARD was forced to close for more than a 
week due to an outbreak of the winter vomit¬ 
ing bug at Maidstone Hospital. 

The Jonathan Saunders Ward closed to new 
admissions on March 10 after 12 cases of 
norovirus infection. 

The affected patients on the orthopaedic 
ward had the virus at different points through¬ 
out last week. Cases of Norovirus, which caus¬ 
es diarrhoea and vomiting, are common in 
winter. Symptoms usually last for 24-48 hours. 
The ward was partially re-opened on Tuesday.

Mr Hendry, who is from Doddington, 
near Sittingboume, has enjoyed a long 
firefighting career. 

He joined London Fire Brigade as a 
firefighter in 1983 where he spent 17 
years and attended incidents including 
the fatal train crash at Wembley in 1984, 
as well as leading London-wide planning 
for the Millennium celebrations. 

In October, 1999, he also commanded 
fire and rescue operations at the 
Paddington Rail Disaster. 

The following year he joined KFRS as 
deputy chief fire officer, spending six 
years in the post before being promoted 
to chief fire officer. 

He organised the response to 2007’s 
Folkestone earthquake, among other 
large incidents. 

In 2008, Mr Hendry was appointed 
president of the Chief Fire Officers’ 
Association (CFOA). 

He has been on secondment in the role 
since June last year, but is due to return 
to the county this summer. 

Mr Hendry has been a regular visitor 
to the palace - he also holds the Queen’s 
Fire Service Medal and the Queen’s 
Golden Jubilee Medal. 


Mum’s not guilty 
plea in son killing 

THE mother of an 11-year-old boy has 
pleaded not guilty to his murder. 

James Taylor, a pupil at Wilmington 
Grammar School for Boys was found 
drowned at his home in New Ash Green, 
near Dartford. 

His mother, Jennifer Taylor, 45, 
appeared at Maidstone Court Court on 
Friday, and denied murdering him 
between November 28 and December 3 
last year. 

A provisional trial date of June 8 has 
been set and Taylor was remanded in 
custody.

She said: “All my love and deepest sympa¬ 
thies go to her husband and their children in 
this difficult time. Her eldest son is roughly 
the same age as my son. 

“To think that she won’t see her sons grow 
up just breaks my heart thinking about it.” 

Richardson passed away in New York on 
Wednesday, after suffering severe head 
injuries in a skiing accident in Quebec’s 
Station Mont Tremblant resort. 

A host of celebrity A-listers paid personal 
tribute to the popular star, while Broadway 
marked her tragic death by dimming their 
lights on Thursday. 

The 45-year-old was the daughter of actress 
Vanessa Redgrave and director/producer Tony 
Richardson and the elder sister of actress 
Joely Richardson. 

During a distinguished stage career she won 
the Tony award for her performance as Sally 
Bowles in the 1998 Broadway revival of 
Cabaret.

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City gives the 
thumbs up to 
new Marlowe 
costing £25m 

THE stage is set for the new 
Marlowe Theatre after councillors 
voted in favour of rebuilding the 
iconic venue in the largest, most 
expensive single project Canterbury 
City Council has ever undertaken, 
writes Gareth Arnold. 

Speaking after the meeting on 
Thursday evening, theatre director 
Mark Everett underlined the signif¬ 
icance of the decision. 

He said: “It’s a historic moment. 
This is a decision that will have a 
impact on the city for the next 40 or 
50 years. Last time they converted 
an old cinema - this is a new theatre 
that will last for generations.” 

Council leader John Gilbey reas¬ 
sured members the local authority 
could afford the £25 million project. 

He said: “It is a decision about 
Canterbury, it is about the district, 
and it is about Kent and the region 
as a whole. It is a council-defining 
decision. The new Marlowe will be 
the ship that leads the way through 
this difficult time we face.” 

Brand 

Cllr Hazel McCabe, one of only 
two councillors who voted against 
the proposal, said: “The impact this 
theatre will have on the revenue 
budget is unacceptable in this very 
uncertain economic time.” 

But many said letting the Marlowe 
die was simply not an option. 

Cllr Michael Dixey said: 
“Canterbury relies on tourism. If 
Canterbury was a brand it would be 
worth billions. If this new theatre does 
not go ahead it would damage that 
brand terribly. We must go ahead.” 

Canterbury council will pay an 
estimated £17m towards the proj¬ 
ect. Kent County Council has agreed 
a grant of £2m and a further loan of 
up to £2m if needed. 

And the South East England 
Development Agency has approved 
a £1.95m grant, while a public fund¬ 
raising campaign has so far raised 
more than £lm of its £6m target. 

The final curtain falls at the 
Marlowe tonight, following the Night 
of a Thousand Stars performance.

Safety message 
to young drivers 
in video nasties 


SHOCKING new driving videos 
that could be upsetting for some 
people are being shown to 
youngsters around the county, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

With warnings that some of the hard¬ 
hitting images may be disturbing, they are 
being screened in clubs, cinemas, town 
centres and known hangouts. 

They graphically show the results of 
poor driving for whatever reason, be it 
drinking, speeding or just being plain 
stupid. 

They are aimed at young drivers, who 
are more likely to be involved in crashes 
because of their relative inexperience. 

One of the films was so gruesome the 
internet video-sharing website YouTube 
banned it. 

The campaign is the brainchild of the 
Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership which was started 
seven years ago, and consists of rep¬ 
resentatives from Kent County 
Council, Medway Council, Kent 
Police, the Highways Agency and 
the courts service. 

The partnership is viewed as con¬ 
troversial by some because it respon¬ 
sible for speed cameras in the county. 

The organisation said it wanted 
to make quite clear to young drivers 
the consequences their actions 
behind the wheel can have, not only 
for themselves, but for everyone 
else involved in an accident. 

Those effects can sometimes 
stretch for years as injured victims 
battle to recover. 

And the officials make the point it 
is not only those hurt who are affect¬ 
ed - it’s also gruelling for those in 
the medical and care sectors who

have to assist with that recoveiy. 

The group said its research found 
young drivers felt the worst possi¬ 
ble consequence of driving irrespon¬ 
sibly was to kill or injure someone 
else, particularly a child. And they 
have good cause to be worried. 

A staggering 20 per cent of new 
drivers crash in their first year and 
16 per cent more drivers aged 16-19 
are killed now, compared with 15 
years ago. 

Impact 

Staying out of trouble on the roads 
will pay off for the young driver, too. 
If they rack up just six points on 
their licence in their first two years 
on the road, they are banned and 
need to take another test. 

And six points is just two speed¬ 
ing offences. 


In Kent, 17-24 year olds were 
responsible for 20 per cent of all 
deaths and a quarter of all serious 
injuries on our roads in 2007. 

Young men come off worst - 89 
per cent of the deaths and 79 per 
cent of the seriously injured casual¬ 
ties were male. 

Katherine Barrett, communica¬ 
tions officer for the partnership, 
said: “The impacts of a car crash 
can be far-reaching and we hope 
this activity will making people 
think about what they could be 
responsible for and how their lives 
could be changed before they get 
behind the wheel.”

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‘Be alert to the terror threat’ 

mm Police want vou to report suspicious activity 


ICONIC locations such as 
Bluewater make Kent a 
prime target for terrorist 
attacks, warns a high-rank¬ 
ing police officer. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge said that while he felt the 
county was a safe place to live in, its 
residents needed to stay alert to pre¬ 
vent any future atrocities. 

Speaking just days after two sol¬ 
diers and a policeman were killed by 
terrorists in Northern Ireland, ACC 
Beautridge told KOS Media he felt 
there was a “very real probability” of 
further attacks in the UK. 

He added: “It’s difficult to say if 
something will happen in Kent but 
we do have iconic sites and locations 
that, if targeted, would have a devas¬ 
tating impact on the community and 
people’s confidence. 

“Yes, there have been attacks, but 
there have also been a great deal of 
interceptions, too. Therefore, I don’t 
think people should walk around 
being worried every day, but they do 
need to be vigilant to help us ensure 
nothing does happen. They should 
not be fooled into thinking terror 
attacks will only happen in London, 
Birmingham or Glasgow.” 

In 2007, five men were sentenced 
to a life behind bars after being found 
guilty of planning to bomb Bluewater

in Greenhithe - one of the largest 
shopping centres in Europe. 

Members of the public foiled the 
plot after alerting police when they 
discovered a large amount of ammo¬ 
nium nitrate being kept at a storage 
unit in west London. Had they not, 
the lives of thousands of Kent shop¬ 
pers could have been lost. 

This week the Association of Chief 
Police Officers (Acpo) has been high¬ 
lighting its anti-terrorist hotline - 
0800 789321 - and reminding people 
to report suspected terrorism rather 
than rely on others to do so. 


ACC Beautridge said: “I think 
there is a lot of concern about terror¬ 
ism among communities because it’s 
not something you only see else¬ 
where in the world, as the recent 
murders in Northern Ireland and the 
July 7 London bombings have 
shown. This is why everyone needs to 
remain vigilant because we can’t 
afford to sit back and pretend we are 
not at risk. 

“Kent is an exceptionally safe place 
in which to live and work but we do 
need to be on our guard.” 

The Government’s national count¬ 
er-terrorism strategy, Contest, which 
is split into four agendas - prevent, 
pursue, protect and prepare. 

ACC Beautridge said his officers 
worked closely with communities in 
Kent to ensure the risk of attacks to 
its people was as low as possible. 

He said: “These terrifying acts are 
caused by people who are part of the 
community so we have to engage 
with all elements of society and will 
continue to do so to help us under¬ 
stand the level of threat.” 

ACC Beautridge said that “suspi¬ 
cious activity” can include someone 
owning a large number of mobile 
phones or passports, noticeably 
behaving differently or taking an 
interest in security, such as CCTV, 
for no good reason. 

Other possible indicators could be 
someone buying or storing large vol¬ 


umes of chemicals or travelling for 
long periods while remaining vague 
about their destination. 

Information given to officers via 
the hotline is treated as confiden¬ 
tial, and you do not have to give 
your name. 

ACC Beautridge said of the Acpo 
campaign: “There will be posters 


and leaflets displaying the hotline 
number distributed throughout the 
county by our neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing teams, as well as radio adverts. 

“We hope people do not rely on 
others but trust their instincts and 
report any suspicious behaviour.”

TRANSPORT Secretary Geoff 
Hoon has offered the prospect of 
extending the £15.9 billion 
Crossrail project to Kent. 

Current plans for the new 74-mile net¬ 
work see it running from Maidenhead in 
Berkshire to Abbey Wood in London and 
Shenfield in Essex, with stops throughout 
the capital including at Heathrow. 

But during a visit to Ebbsfleet 
International station on Tuesday, Mr Hoon 
said he thought the line could be extended to 
parts of north Kent in the future. 

He said: “Dr Howard Stoate (the Dartford 
Labour MP) has pressed me hard on the 
question of Crossrail and the extension to 
Ebbsfleet. We have preserved the route and 
made it a possibility and I’m certainly not 
ruling it out.” 

Crossrail is the UKs biggest transport proj¬ 
ect since the Channel Tunnel and work on the 
line is expected to begin next year, with the 
first trains due to be running by 2017. 

Dr Stoate said he invited Mr Hoon to visit 
Ebbsfleet because he believed the economic 
and environmental case for extending the

service to Kent was now “overwhelming”. 

His view was supported by Kent 
Thameside Regeneration Partnership chair¬ 
man Kevin Lynes, who said an enlarged 
scheme would give regeneration plans in the 
area a boost. 

Mr Lynes added: “The high-speed rail link 
is already bringing tremendous focus to Kent 
Thameside and we aim to deliver more than 
25,000 new homes and 50,000 new jobs in 
the area. Joining up Dartford with Crossrail 
would be an added boost for the regenera¬ 
tion of north Kent by establishing a direct 
rail link between Ebbsfleet, Docklands, the 
City of London and Heathrow. 

Privatisation 

“This will be an added incentive in per¬ 
suading businesses to locate to Kent 
Thameside and create additional job oppor¬ 
tunities for local people.” 

During his visit to Ebbsfleet, Mr Hoon also 
viewed plans for two new domestic rail plat¬ 
forms as well as for a 9,000-space park-and-

ride facility. Both are due to open in December. 

However, his tour of the station was gate¬ 
crashed by Liberal Democrat activist James 
Willis, who handed Mr Hoon a petition 
signed by 400 people angry at recent high 
fare increases. 

Mr Willis said: “Local Lib Dems are back¬ 
ing the vision to bring Crossrail to north 
Kent, but it is just as important to document 
how existing commuters feel about their 
service in the many years before the domes¬ 
tic advantages Crossrail could bring. 

“Commuters across Dartford and 
Gravesham are angry and insulted that 
because of privatisation we have had triple¬ 
inflation fare increases forced upon us in 
this economic climate. 

“It is also scandalous that commuters in 
north Kent stations such as Swanscombe 
and Greenhithe will see little or no benefit 
from the new high-speed rail link, but are 
still being asked to pay so much more for 
effectively a second-rate service.” 

Meanwhile, Mr Hoon also announced on 
Tuesday that he would consider suspending 
the Dartford tolls for a month to see the effect 
it would have on pollution and congestion.

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Shameful delay must end, say 
Gurkha justice campaigners

HIGH Court judges will decide 
on Wednesday if the Government 
should be hurried into announc¬ 
ing a new immigration policy for 
retired Gurkha soldiers. 

The system of allowing only those who 
retired after 1997 to remain in the UK was 
deemed unlawful at a hearing in September, 
when the Home Office was given three 
months to come up with new rules. 

However, almost six months later an 
amended policy has still not been 
announced. 

Actress Joanna Lumley led former 
Gurkhas to the High Court in London on 
Tuesday, when solicitors lodged papers call¬ 
ing for an injunction to force the issue. 

The Absolutely Fabulous sitcom star, 
whose father fought alongside Nepalese sol¬ 
diers during World War Two, is the public 
face of the Gurkha Justice Campaign. 

She said: “The way successive govern¬ 
ments have treated Gurkhas who retired 
before 1997 is truly offensive and a stain on 
our national character. 

“These are men who have served in the 
British Army, sometimes for 20 years or 
more. Some have won our country’s highest

honours for valour and service, yet the 
Government claims they do not have a 
strong enough link with the UK to have the 
right to live here with us in the land they 
have defended with such loyalty. 

“The almost spiritual reaction to our cam¬ 
paign shows beyond doubt that the 
Gurkhas are loved and will be welcomed by 
the people of Britain.” 

Shorncliffe Barracks in Folkestone is 
home to the 2nd Battalion The Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, while nearly half the soldiers 
from the Maidstone-based 36 Engineers 


Regiment are Queen’s Gurkha Engineers. 

The Government’s position before last 
year’s ruling was that those discharged 
before 1997 - when the regiment moved its 
main base from Hong Kong to the UK - 
were unlikely to have strong residential ties 
in this country. 

That meant those who wanted to settle in 
the UK had to apply for British citizenship 
and could be refused and deported. 

Shepway councillor Peter Carroll, who is a 
member of the Gurkha Justice Campaign, 
described the situation as “shameful”. 

He said: “Elderly Gurkha veterans are 
dying while they wait for the Government to 
announce its new policy. Thousands of other 
Gurkhas are being forced to live in poverty 
because they are forbidden to work. 

“Last year more than 250,000 people 
signed our petition within six weeks, calling 
on the Government to allow all British 
Army retired Gurkhas the right to live in 
Britain. 

“It is shameful that the Government is yet 
again delaying and playing for time.” 

A Home Office spokesman said the 
revised policy was under consideration and 
would be announced “as soon as possible”. 

He added: “We are determined to get the 
guidance right to ensure it is fair to all 
Gurkhas.”

MORE mothers in Kent are turning to the 
internet to come up with ways of diagnosing 
family ailments. 

And they are making friends at the same 
time, according to a new survey. 

A report from Virgin Media found long waits 
for doctors’ appointments is forcing more and 
more mums to the web to search for help. 

To mark Mother’s Day, researchers quizzed 
mums across the county and found 47 per cent 
have diagnosed or researched a family health 
issue online. And 28 per cent use social net¬ 
working sites such as Facebook and Twitter as 
a way to discuss family issues and get reassur¬ 
ance from other mums. 

Chatting 

Plus 66 per cent of Kent mums regularly 
turn to blogs and social networking sites as an 
essential part of their daily routines. 

This new phenomenon, known as MOMMs 
or Mums Online Making Mates, shows a trend 
suggesting the mother and toddler morning 
may be a thing of the past, with 18 per cent of 
Kent mums now discussing parenting issues 
online and 12 per cent chatting regularly to 
mums they’ve never met in person. 

Psychologist Donna Dawson said: “Many 
mothers don’t want a long wait in a doctor’s 
surgery and prefer to use the internet for guid¬ 
ance when self-diagnosing a medical problem. 

“The internet allows women to reach out to 
other mums, share their experiences and ask 
for advice and support, creating a virtual 
world of like-minded people. It has replaced 
the phone and the post for many busy mums.”

DAIRY farmers say the industry 
in Kent is dwindling because 
young people are not prepared to 
get their hands dirty. 

The number of farms producing milk, but¬ 
ter and cheese in the UK has fallen dramati¬ 
cally over the past 20 years and there are con¬ 
cerns the trend will never be reversed due to 
a lack of interest in entering the profession. 

Falling milk prices coupled with rising pro¬ 
duction costs have made it a difficult time to 
be a dairy farmer, although some in Kent say 
the industry still has a bright future as long 
as there are people willing to work in it. 

Romney Marsh farmer Steve Fumival said: 
“There are guys who are retiring all the time 
but the problem is the younger generation 
are not interested in the commitment of the 
job. They don’t want to get up early and work 
hard all day. 

“I think there are about 35 or 40 farms left in 
Kent, but that’s about half the number it was 
20 years ago. The economics of being a dairy 
farmer have been poor for at least the last 10 
years but we are going to soldier on anyway.

“You don’t hear of many people starting up 
new farms, they only seem to be going out. 
The ones that are left tend to expand or 
become more efficient through better feeding 
or breeding techniques.” 

According to figures released this week by 
the Conservatives, almost 15,000 farmers 
have quit the dairy industry since 1997 - 
equivalent to 26 a week. 

South East MEP Richard Ashworth, who 
lives in Folkestone and was a dairy farmer 
between 1970 and 2001, said it was an expen¬ 
sive business to run. 

He said: “The investment costs of setting 
up a modern-day dairy are huge and the 
smaller farms have fallen by the wayside over 
the years. 

“One of the biggest costs is haulage because 
you have to ship big weights of relatively low- 
value milk at least every other day. 

‘Young people perhaps look at how hard 
people work on farms and how much money 


they would need to invest and think there 
must be an easier way of life. However, 30 
years ago I took the decision to start my own 
farm and loved every minute of it. 

“The dairy industry does have a future in 
Kent and across the country because the 
demand for dairy products will always be 
high. There will be ups and downs so there 
needs to be top-class production standards, 
and if there are then I think the future will be 
bright.” 

Dairy farmer Peter Joules, based in 
Braboume, near Ashford, said it was impor¬ 
tant to promote the benefits of the industry to 
young people. 

He said: “It’s not easy being a dairy farmer 
but it is a fantastic and rewarding way of life. 
I’m not stuck in an office on a sunny day; I’m 
out in the field enjoying the weather. 

“A combination of things has caused a lot of 
people to get out of the industry over the last 
10 years, but I shall still be here in 20 years’ 
time and my 23-year-old son is also in the 
business now too. 

“I think dairy farming in Kent has a rea¬ 
sonably good fhture. We just need a little bit 
more stability rather than volatility.”

DRIVERS gazing at the 
giant horse sculpture 
planned for Kent’s country¬ 
side will end up crashing 
their cars, an insurance 
company has warned. 

Just glancing at something not on 
the road can be distracting, but 
looking at famous landmarks close 
to British roads leads to four million 
incidents every year in the UK, 
including accidents and near-misses 
say insurers. 

Now company esure is warning 
motorists that seeing something as 
eye-catching as the Angel of the 
South equine will lead to disasters. 

But the team behind the £2 mil¬ 
lion iconic sculpture have dismissed 
the claims, saying the insurer is just 
riding on the back of the horse to 
gain publicity for itself. 

The giant 160ft horse is the work 
of former Turner Prize winner 
Mark Wallinger and will be built at 
Springhead Park in Swanscombe. It 
will be as tall as Nelson’s Column. 

In the esure poll some 66 per cent 
of drivers quizzed confessed to being 
distracted by roadside landmarks 
and have often taken their eyes off 
the road to glance at the attractions. 

The research revealed Stone¬ 
henge in Wiltshire gets the most 
heads turning as it topped the poll, 
with Antony Gormley’s Angel of the 
North coming a close second - par¬ 
ticularly worrying as it is seen by an 
estimated 90,000 people every day. 

And 28 per cent have had to brake 
suddenly when driving past a land¬ 
mark - which could easily lead to a 
serious road incident. 


More than half said they slow 
down when passing roadside land¬ 
marks so that they can see the 
sights while driving. And 63 per 
cent confessed passengers had 
encouraged them to take their eyes 
off the road to look. 

Researchers found 47 per cent 
want Kent’s white horse hidden 
from the view of drivers because it 
will be too distracting. 

Warnings 

Some 49 per cent went as far as 
saying there should be warning 
signs on the approaches telling driv¬ 
ers to keep their eyes on the road. 

A further 47 per cent said speed 
limits should be lower around road¬ 
side landmarks. 

Almost three quarters said view¬ 
ing areas should be introduced at 
the sculpture site to allow drivers to 
gawp safely. But while the majority 
think that’s a great idea, a third of 
drivers said they wouldn’t bother 
stopping, but would still look. 

Mike Pickard, head of risk and 
underwriting at esure, said: 
“Spotting famous landmarks has 
long been a fun part of road trips, 
but this can also lead drivers to dis¬ 


traction as they take their eyes 
away from the road, slow down or 
brake suddenly. 

“Motorists should keep their eyes 
on the road at all times - taking 
them off the road ahead even for a 
split second, could be dangerous. 

“If motorists want to look at a 
landmark or take a photo, they 
should pull into a lay-by when it is 
safe to do so or wait until they are 
not the ones in the driving seat.” 

The white horse was selected by 
Ebbsfleet Landmark Project from a 
shortlist of three contenders. The 
planning process is expected to take 
a year. 

Ebbsfleet Landmark Project 
spokesman Ben Ruse said: “I am not 
surprised, that given the popularity 
of the horse and the publicity it has 
received, companies are keen to ride 
on the back of it. 

“As part of preparing the brief we 
consulted with the Highway Agency, 
who had an input on the dimen¬ 
sions and location of the horse. 

“Furthermore, this is precisely the 
sort of safety check that will form a 
central part of the planning process. 

“We would not saddle drivers with 
anything that would be dangerous.” 
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Fined for drunk slap

Road East on October 6 last 
year at Canterbury Magistrates 
Court. 

He also admitted not answering 
his bail. 

Theresa Ruiz, prosecuting, said 
Miss Gee was sitting outside 
the centre and kept demanding 
cigarettes. 

Campbell got so annoyed he put 
his coat over her head and 
slapped her on the side. 


She called police and he was 
arrested. 

Paul Goldspring, defending, said 
Campbell didn’t injure Miss Gee 
he was just annoyed. He said his 
client’s drink problem was so bad 
he had advanced pancreatis, kid¬ 
ney and liver damage. 

Mr Goldspring admitted 
Campbell had an appalling record 
but it didn’t include violence. 

He said: “Miss Gee was being a 
bit of a nuisance and my client 
had had enough. She was at him 
continually and he got annoyed 
and pushed her away.” 

Campbell was fined £60, 
ordered to pay Miss Gee £20 com¬ 
pensation plus £60 costs and £15 
victim surcharge.

in Germany Now he is in his final year at the 
University of Kent. 

He wanted to know just what happened to a 
soldier’s breathing and ability to continue to 
carry out his duties while pushed to the 
extreme on a mountain. 

The exhausting research is part of his last- 
year studies in the subject of sports sci¬ 
ence and will be useful to the military 
sending troops to harsh climates in 
Afghanistan. 

Mr McGlone, 25, is a sports therapy, 
health and fitness student at the 
Medway campus. 

As part of his dissertation, he is putting 
the soldiers through gruelling tests to 
mimic being in high altitude with reduced 
oxygen levels. He then assesses their 
physical performance with the added 
stress of oxygen deprivation typically 
found in a mountain warfare scenario. 

The soldiers volunteering to take part 
in the research project are from the 
Royal School of Military Engineering 
(RSME) in Chatham Maritime, close to 
the university campus. 

The RSME trains Royal Engineers as 
specialists in combat and construction 
engineering for the British Army and 
the troops know how to operate under 
stressful conditions, but not always

while having their breath taken away. 

The soldiers’ physical test involved running 
on a treadmill in full combat uniform, while 
carrying a 42-pound pack and wearing a mask 
which limits the supply of oxygen to exacting 
standards. The test pushes the human body to 
the extremes of what it can endure. 

This allows Mr McGlone to create breathing 
conditions similar to those encountered in 
mountains, up to a height of 3,500 metres. 

The research was carried out within the 
state-of-the-art sports and human perform¬ 
ance testing laboratory at the university’s cen¬ 
tre for sports studies. 

Mr McGlone said he hoped his research proj¬ 
ect would bring benefits to any soldiers likely to 
be facing a period of altitude acclimatisation, 
particularly in the mountains of Afghanistan. 

He said: “The soldiers who have volunteered 
have been very receptive and described it as a 
useful addition to the training they’ll under¬ 
take once overseas.” 

Steve Meadows, a lecturer for the centre for 
sports studies, helped supervise the project. 

He said the research work was impressive, 
and added: “Thomas’s research ideas are 
innovative, and I’m impressed that he is 
applying his sporting knowledge to other 
areas - in this case, the preparation for 
military campaigns. 

“I know he will be delighted to pass on the 
results of his research to the Army.”

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A MOTHER-OF-TWO who 
was once the victim of domes¬ 
tic violence is on a mission to 
reach out to other lone parents 
in Kent, writes Anna White. 

Genny Jones, 47, divorced her husband 
of six years in 2003 after he became phys¬ 
ically and mentally abusive towards her. 

At the time she had just been made 
redundant from her job, her house was 
about to be repossessed and she faced 
being a single parent to her two sons. 

Ms Jones said: “I didn’t finally realise I 
had to leave my husband until a police 
officer came to the house and said I might 
not be here next time she came round. 

“I thought ‘if anything happened to me 
who would look after my children?, who 
were aged three and five at the time. So 
I left.” 

Ms Jones, who is originally from Sierra 
Leone and moved to England in 1976, 
turned to life-coaching classes to help 
her adjust to being a single parent. 

About five years ago she became a 
trainer for the charity for lone parents, 
Gingerbread. The inspirational mum, 
who lives in Gravesend, was also recent¬ 
ly chosen to represent Gingerbread on the 
BBC programme Lifeline alongside singer 
Jamelia, which was aired on January 18. 

To reach more people who have recent¬ 
ly become a single parent or been affect¬ 
ed by domestic violence, Ms Jones has 
started to host her own seminars and 
has one coming up in Gravesend at the 
end of the month. 

Empower 

Ms Jones said: “This event is to cele¬ 
brate and empower lone parents. I have 
seen many people come to my previous 
seminars with no self-esteem and they 
build confidence and find strength and 
comfort in talking to others. 

“My mission is to create a regular sup¬ 
port group for both men and women so if 
they have a bad turn they can know help 
is there. I always say ‘you can’t do it on 
your own, but together we can’.” 

She is currently in talks to launch a 
regular support group in Gravesend and 
another in Maidstone. 

Ms Jones’ Lone Parents Can seminar 
will be held at the Riverside Centre, in 
Dickens Road, on Saturday, March 28. 

At the event a mother who raised her 
son as a lone parent will give a talk and 
her son will describe what the experi¬ 
ence was like for him. 

Ms Jones added: “The seminar will be 
a relaxed environment and just give peo¬ 
ple in the same boat a chance to share 
their experiences.” 

There is a £5 fee which will go towards 
the cost for the venue.

Award for Voluntary Service launches its 
call for nominations of the very best volun¬ 
teers in Kent. 

They could then be in line for the highest 
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honour that can be bestowed on groups giv¬ 
ing their time freely for the benefit of others. 

Members of the public can nominate groups 
that have been working for the benefit of oth¬ 
ers for more than three years, as long as 
more than half its members are volunteers. 

In the six years since it was created by 
the Queen as a national honour to mark 
the her Golden Jubilee in 2002, more than 
600 groups around the UK have won the 
Queen’s Award for Voluntary Service.

Promise of more frequent trains 


TUNBRIDGE Wells Tory MP Greg Clark 
has welcomed news that work is to begin 
next month on a ‘rail turnback siding 5 outside 
the spa town station that will enable longer 
trains and more frequent rail services. 

Mr Clark said: “Over the past year, we have 
had to put up with overcrowding, increased 
costs and chaos caused by bad weather. 

“Here, at last, is some good news for all of 


us who use our local rail services. 

“The turnback facility will allow 12-car 
trains to terminate and turn around at 
Tunbridge Wells station and will herald a 
new ‘clockface timetable’ later this year 
with longer and more frequent trains at the 
same time each hour.” 

Work starts in April and due to be complet¬ 
ed by the end of the year. 
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SINCE news of the shocking 
Baby P scandal was made public 
last year, all eyes have been 
focused firmly on the UK’s social- 
work sector, writes Steve Knight. 

Partly due to the negligence of a handful of 
people at Haringey council, a 17-month-old 
boy was allowed to die and an entire profes¬ 
sion was opened up to scrutiny as a result. 

Yet despite finding themselves placed in 
the national spotlight, social workers in 
Kent say the public are still supportive of 
them for the help they provide to vulnerable 
adults as well as children. 

Speaking as part of World Social Work Day 
this week, two social workers for adults said 
any negative responses they receive do not 
generally last. 

Anna Ramsay, 33, is a senior practitioner for 
mental health in older people in Maidstone. 

She said: “Sometimes social workers are 
labelled and people have their own opinions 
of what we are like before we’ve even 
arrived, but generally people are very 
pleased to see us. 

“It’s not the reality that we visit people 
because we want to take them away. We visit 
them because we want to help them and do 
things that will improve their lives. 

“Although anybody can refer us to people 
they believe need our help, it’s usually a rel¬ 
ative, friend, neighbour or even the person 
themselves, so most people obviously realise 
we have their best interests at heart.” 

Richard Munn, leader of the Maidstone 
adult assessment team, agreed with his 
colleague. 

He said: “We are received quite well by the 
public. Any concerns people might have 
about us are usually washed away by the 
time we have finished what we are there for. 

“We have a very good relationship with our 
fellow professionals and eveiyone is aware of 
their responsibilities. That will never change.” 

Last week, Kent County Council chief 
executive Peter Gilroy told Kent on Sunday 
he was concerned at the amount of red tape 
children’s social workers had to cut their 
way through on a daily basis. 

But Mrs Ramsay said dealing with paper¬ 
work was all part of the job.

She explained: “We work very hard to 
streamline bureaucracy and be as efficient 
as possible. We have lots of systems in place 
to help us do this because we don’t want to 
be filling in forms any more than we have to. 

Thanks 

“However, we come into people’s lives at a 
time of crisis for them so it’s only right that 
we are held to account in certain situations. 

“When that happens, it’s important we 
have the necessary paperwork in place.” 

A concern among many following the Baby 
P scandal was the social work sector would 
experience difficulties in attracting new 
recruits who may be put off by the negativi¬ 
ty surrounding the profession. 


However, Mr Munn said there was no rea¬ 
son why anyone should be put off. 

He said: “I do some work with university 
students, but we’ll only know if the numbers 
go down when the new term starts later this 
year. What I can say is that we’ve had more 
young people entering the profession than 
ever before thanks to the new social work 
qualifications. The majority of the work we 
do as social workers is actually quite 
rewarding. Every day we help make a posi¬ 
tive difference to people’s lives.” 

Mrs Ramsay added: “It’s a really privileged 
job. No two days are the same and you get 
the chance to meet so many different people. 

‘You really feel like you’ve helped make a 
difference.”

added to his ranks, and, most recently, his 
latest venture in Tenterden - and the first 
to take his name. 

Richard Phillips at Chapel Down is to 
be found nestling in the heart of the 
rolling hills of Small Hythe and as you sit 
at one of its solid wooden tables you over 
look the Chapel Down Vineyard. 

In person Phillips is exactly how you 
would imagine a successful and hugely 
ambitious chef-turned-businessman. 

He is dressed impeccably and expen¬ 
sively. He has the swagger of a man who 
doesn't suffer fools gladly. You can imag¬ 
ine being captivated when he turns on 
the charm and probably a trifle fright¬ 
ened if you cross him. 

He is also thoroughly committed to 
sourcing local produce for his restaurants. 

"Local producers have upped their 
game over recent years," he explains, as 
he reclines at a table in the 'barrel room' of 
his Tenterden restaurant; a private dining 
area which provides a door opening 
directly onto the kitchens, should you like 
to see, hear and smell the hustle and 
bustle of food preparations. 

"Years ago supermarkets would swal¬ 
low them up, but then spit them out too. 
I think local producers decided enough 
was enough and have been more cre¬ 
ative; looking for other places to sell 
their produce. 

"As a result the quality has rocketed." 

He says during the winter months his 
menu will be 25-40 per cent Kent pro¬ 
duce rising up to anything up to 75 per 
cent during the peak summer months. 

He's disarmingly honest, too. He will not 
just put Kent-grown goods on his menu 
for the sake of fashion - he demands the 
very best from his suppliers and will not 
hesitate to look elsewhere if he feels his 
customers may question his judgement or 
if he's not getting genuine value for money. 


Fortunately, he's mighty impressed by 
what our local producers are achieving. 

"There is no-one who flies the flag for 
Kent more than me. I always try to source 
as much as I can locally and use local peo¬ 
ple as much as I can. 

"If we can put money in local produc¬ 
ers' pockets, they will invest in their farms; 
and if their farms get bigger and better, 
they produce a better product. 

"I wish all the producers success." 

And this is, after all, a man who 
knows his stuff. His knowledge of fishing 
and farming methods is fascinating, as 
are the way he sources his food (one 
fisherman texts him at lam from his 
boat to tell him what the catch of the 
day is and does he want it... hours later 
they are cooking it and serving it up to 
hungry customers). 

He explains: "If you buy local, you're 
buying in-season food - and if you buy in- 
season it's going to be cheaper. It will be 
in abundance, it's a better quality and it 
doesn't take as much work to get it to the 
perfect stage. 

"The key thing is flavour; the fact it has¬ 
n't had a lot of time getting to your table. 

"Otherwise people pick things early - 
maybe four or five weeks ahead of time 
so they can mature in transit. But the 
problem with that is the best part of the 
growing process, and where they get 
their flavours, is the last knockings on 
the tree or in the ground. So although it 


may not last as long when you get it - 
which is good because you'll use it quick¬ 
er - it will taste so much better. 

"And I can buy it cheaper which means 
I can roll that over to the customer. So 
better quality, better flavour and right 
behind that is better value for money. 

"You need to remember that the sea¬ 
sons bring with it a flexibility. What might 
be available in March, might not be avail¬ 
able in May. But what you will get will be 
equally as good but different. 

"It frustrates the hell out of me that 
you can buy strawberries in November, it's 
flown half way across the world and it's 
just got no flavour." 

Mr Phillips lives with his family close to 
Leeds Castle - a home which puts him 
within easy reach of his three restaurants 
- and has ambitions to spread his wings 
yet further. 

But it may not be in restaurants. 

He explains: "I'm a big backer of the tra¬ 
ditional pub. We are such a big grower of 
hops and we have such a great tradition; I 
want to bang the drum of local pubs. 

"So hopefully later this year, I'd like to 
get myself into a couple of pubs. It will be 
different to what you get at my restau¬ 
rants. But you'll get a great steak and ale 
pie - a great pint - and in a friendly, 
relaxed atmosphere with a lovely beer 
garden. They're a dying breed. 

"But that's my mission for the next 18 
months."

Mrs Leutner, 43, created Remembering 
after her father died just over two years ago. 

She said: “I experienced a lot of death when 
I was a child, so I knew a bit about bereave-

ment and when my dad died I wanted some¬ 
thing positive to come out of it. 

“I lost six cousins in many accidents, 
a little nephew and one of my best friends. 
There was a lot of crying when I was a child 
and these awful things just seemed to keep on 
happening. 

“I never lost a brother or sister and my 
dad died later in life, so I can’t compare 
my experiences to those who have. 

“I was just seeing things from afar but 
the fact the charity wanted to publish 
my book shows they thought there was 
a gap in the market too. 

“People don’t always know how to deal 
with children after someone close to 
them dies, because they go from being 
happy one minute to quiet and sad the 
next. This book helps them talk about it.” 

Mr Postgate, 45, from Whitstable, 
has been writing and illustrating books 
since 1994 and lost his father Oliver in 
December last year. 

In Remembering he writes about the 
time a large white owl swooped into the 
field behind his house shortly after his 
mother died in 1982. Children who fill 
out the book are asked to remember any 
similar experiences to help them cope 
with the loss of a loved one. 

Humour 

Mrs Leutner said: “I think it was part 
of the grieving process for Daniel as well. 
He’s my friend but when I approached 
him to illustrate the book he didn’t think 
his style was suitable because his illus¬ 
trations had too much humour in them. 

“I told him the book needed humour 
because bereavement is not just about 
crying, it’s about remembering the good 
times and being able to laugh as well. I 
think he’s done a fantastic job.” 

The Child Bereavement Charity’s 
Mother’s Day campaign is supported by 
patron Prince William, who last week 
spoke of the emptiness he experiences as 
a result of the tragic death of his mother 
Diana, the Princess of Wales. 

Mrs Leutner said: “Everybody says 
Mother’s Day is a happy day but for 
some people it’s a tragic day, just like 
Christmas and birthdays. 

“One of my best friends died on 
Mother’s Day and I think of her mother 
on this day every year.”

THE first festival in the name of 
scandal-hit author HG Wells is 
being held in Folkestone later this 
year.

In addition to his best-known works, 
Wells wrote short stories and novels which 
were set in the streets and shops of 
Folkestone.

GANGS formed entirely of 
females could be on the rise in 
the UK, according to a leading 
expert on group delinquency. 

Tara Young, who is a senior research fel¬ 
low at London Metropolitan University, 
said the increased number of violent male 
gangs in recent years was probably creating 
a similar trend in the opposite sex. 

However, she added that all-female 
groups had been in existence for many 
years and not all young girls should be 
tarred with the same brush. 

Ms Young, 39, gave a seminar on the sub¬ 
ject at the University of Kent’s Medway 
campus on Tuesday 

Beforehand she told KOS Media she 
wanted to debunk some of the myths sur¬ 
rounding young women and gangs. 

She said: “The talk is to give people an 
understanding of this phenomenon and put 
it into context. Some of the national news¬ 
papers treat the issue in a very sensational¬ 
ist way by describing female gangs as being 
more deadly than male ones, calling them 
feral youths and so on.

Dickens wrote about them many years ago, so 
girl gangs are certainly nothing new.” 

Ms Young’s seminar at Medway was the lat¬ 
est in the University of Kent’s criminal justice 
series, which was launched in 2007. 

Hosted by the Kent Crime and Justice 
Centre, the series aims to give students and 


the public a deeper understanding of how the 
criminal justice system works, as well as an 
appreciation of the challenges faced by front¬ 
line workers. 

Lecturer Dr Simon Shaw said: “Given the 
current obsession with gangs, knife crime and 
young people, we were fortunate to have one of 


the leading experts in the field speak to us 
about her experiences of researching these 
subjects.”

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“These are all things being said about 
young women and it makes them all seem 
the same, when they are obviously not. 

“From my experience of going out 
and talking to girls, it’s a highly distorted 
picture.” 

From Ms Young’s research into American 
girl gangs, she discovered they were usual¬ 
ly formed by females with links to male 
gang members. 

She said: “According to the Metropolitan 
Police, there are 174 male gangs in opera¬ 
tion in the capital alone and I am sure most 
districts throughout the country know of at 
least one. 

“Looking at past trends, there should now 
be the presence of female gangs too, and the 
Met says it knows of three. 

“In America there has been at least 80 
years’ worth of academic study carried out 
on all-girl gangs and the evidence is that 
they are pretty rare. In the UK we are not 
quite sure of exact numbers or what sort of 
criminal activity they undertake because 
not a lot of research has been done.

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Cancer nurse’s 
visit could save 
lives in Uganda

A CANCER nurse from Uganda 
has visited Kent to observe the 
work of her NHS counterparts. 

Wendy Hills, lead nurse for cancer at East 
Kent Hospitals University Foundation 
NHS Trust, went to the east African coun¬ 
try last January to help set up a nurse-led 
chemotherapy service at the International 
Hospital in the capital Kampala. 

Deeply affected by the trip, she wanted to 
do more, so she invited Irene Nazozzi, lead 
cancer nurse at the hospital, to Kent. 

There is no national health service in 
Uganda and people who need treatment for 
cancer have to pay, or simply do without. 

“When we went over there we showed the 
nurses a lot of skills and changed their 
practices, but it was hard for Irene to 
understand because she had not seen how 
we work here,” Mrs Hills said. 

Mrs Hills praised Mrs Nazozzi’s efforts in 
such trying circumstances and said her 
time in Uganda had made her realise just 
how advanced oncology treatment is here 
compared to Third World countries.

Mrs Nazozzi approached the trip with the 
aim of taking ideas from the Kent hospitals 
to apply them with the resources available 
at home. 

Mrs Hills said: “She will be able to give 
quality treatment in a Third World country 
with the resources they have.” 

Mrs Hills told of the shocking differences 
in Ugandan healthcare and how the 
Ugandan nurse, who is five months preg¬ 
nant, still mixes the chemotherapy drugs, 
which nurses over here would never be 
allowed to do for safety reasons. 

Mrs Nazozzi said: “This oncology unit is 
much more established, the nurses do not 
prepare chemo, it is done by a pharmacolo¬ 
gist in a special area where it is prepared.” 

She said she had lots of ideas she would 
like to implement back home before she 
begins her maternity leave. 

“Patients have more choice, they can 
have the chemo they prefer, which I would 
love to be able to offer patients in Uganda. 

‘We do not have an NHS, patients pay for 
chemo. At the hospital where I work there 
is a charity fund for some of the patients 
which will pay for their treatment. 

We assess them depending on what is 
available in the funds and if they have the 
specific cancer we can treat them for free.” 

She told how breast prosthesis, which 
women use after losing a breast to cancer, 
that were brought over by Mrs Hills to the 
hospital had been a success with women. 

“The major problem about cancer in 
Uganda is a lack of awareness. We are see¬ 
ing progress but many people still do not 
know how to identify problems,” she said. 

Mrs Nazozzi added: “Breast prosthesis 
are not available in my country but the 
women that have them from the last time 
have a much improved self-image.”

PUPILS from across the county 
have taken their battle against 
the bullies to cyberspace. 

Youngsters from 11 Kent secondary 
schools have been trained as online peer 
mentors to help clampdown on the abuse 
meted out on social networking websites 
such as Facebook and MySpace. 

The CyberMentors scheme, which was 
launched last week by the charity 
Beatbullying, allows victims to talk through 
their problems with other children on a ded¬ 
icated website. 

Among the Kent schools signed up to the 
initiative is The Abbey School in Faversham. 

Peer mentor co-ordinator Wendy Gregory 
said: “Bullying has mutated because of 
advances in technology. There’s a certain 
amount of physical bullying that goes on in 
schools, I don’t think anyone would argue 
with that, although there are systems in 
place to deal with it. 

“What the CyberMentors scheme provides 
is a new system to deal with a new type of 
bullying. It has been very popular, with lots 
of our children keen to take part.” 


CyberMentors taking 
on the hi-tech bullies 


A Beatbullying survey of more than 2,000 
young people aged 11-18 found that more 
than one in three had been a victim of cyber- 
bullying. 

The three most common forms were abu¬ 
sive text messages, prank telephone calls 
and social networking site posts, with girls 
up to four times more likely to be targeted 
than boys. 

Youngsters who sign up to the 
CyberMentors scheme are placed on a five- 
stage training course that, upon completion, 
allows them to give advice and support 
online. 

In situations where a victim could be in 
immediate danger, older and more experi¬ 
enced cyber-counsellors will take over. 


Rachel Panikker, peer mentor co-ordinator 
at Hillview School for Girls, in Tonbridge, 
said: “Any kind of bullying can have a mas¬ 
sive impact on the victim. 

“It affects their friendship groups and 
leaves them feeling vulnerable about what 
people are saying about them. It can lead to 
them being ignored and all sorts of other 
unpleasant things. 

“In extreme cases, the victim may stop 
coming to school or want to go to another 
school. Because of the medium in which 
cyber-bullying occurs, it can be useful for 
mentors to go online and use the same sort of 
language to give help and advice. 

“Sometimes victims feel more comfortable 
talking anonymously.”

GURKHAS based in Afghanistan know 
they are twice removed from their home¬ 
land, reports Nick Ames. 

They have joined the British Army and been based at 
Shomcliffe, Folkestone, after having grown up in the vil¬ 
lages of their native Nepal. 

Then they have been despatched 
on active service to a combat zone far 
nearer their own country geographi¬ 
cally, but further away in terms of 
comforts, culture and spirituality. 

While Nepalese restaurants are 
a feature in east Kent, the soldiers’ 
native cuisine is only available 
in Afghanistan if they cook it 
themselves. 

Music and reading matter have to 
be imported, while Hindu and 
Buddhist beliefs receive little or no 
respect in a Muslim country. 

It was the Taliban who destroyed 
the Buddhas of Bamyan, the two 
monumental statues dynamited in 
2001 after they were declared ‘idols’, 
which are forbidden under Sharia 
law. World opinion condemned the 
destruction of the 
Buddhas as an exam¬ 
ple of the intolerance 
of the Taliban and 
fundamentalist Islam. 

So the Gurkhas 
were pleased when 
army padre Peter 
Scott helped dedicate 
a temple for them at 
the British Army 
base, Camp Bastion. 

“The Gurkhas had just had a 
Pandit - a Hindu holy man - sent 
from Nepal to minister to their spiri¬ 
tual needs, so we all turned out to 
help,” said Padre Scott. 

“In two days they had set up a tem¬ 
ple made of cardboard and wood, 
which was painted. I took part at the first service. I 
respect all faiths and this was a way of showing my sup¬ 
port for the Gurkhas. There was quite a lot of sitting 
around cross-legged and we did say W quite a bit. But 
I could see they found it spiritually fulfilling. The 
Gurkhas are far from home in many senses and it was 
good to see their spiritual needs met.” 


The pandit ended the service by decorating foreheads 
with an orange dot, called a tilak, which is for luck. 

“It looked like we’d all been Tangoed,” said Padre 
Scott. At other bases shared by the Gurkhas with other 
British Army troops, joint Christian-Hindu multi-faith 
places of worship have been established. 

One aspect of Nepalese culture - a 
particularly martial one - has proved 
popular with US Marines who treas¬ 
ure souvenirs in the form of the kukri, 
or traditional knife. 

They are forever trying to swap 
baseball caps, clothing and military 
accessories for the weapons which are 
the national icons of Nepal, symbolis¬ 
ing pride and valour. 

The soldiers’ war cry is ‘Jai 
Mahakali, Ayo Gorkhali!’ which 
translates as ‘Glory be to the Goddess 
of War, here come the Gurkhas!’ 

The troops are revered by all the 
international forces in Afghanistan, 
whether US, French, Estonian, 
Danish, Australian or Afghan soldiers 
and policemen. 

Professor Sir Ralph Turner, MC, 
who served with the 3rd Queen 
Alexandra’s Own Gurkha Rifles dur¬ 
ing World War One, wrote one tribute 
the soldiers are particularly proud of. 

It is as appropriate for the deserts 
and mountains of Asia as it was for 
the European trenches: “As I write 
these last words, my thoughts return 
to you who were my comrades, the 
stubborn and indomitable peasants of 
Nepal. 

“Once more I hear the laughter 
with which you greeted every hard¬ 
ship. Once more I see you in your 
bivouacs or about your fires, on forced 
march or in the trenches, now shiver¬ 
ing with wet and cold, now scorched 
by a pitiless and burning sun. 

“Uncomplaining you endure hunger 
and thirst and wounds; and at the 
last your unwavering lines disappear into the smoke 
and wrath of battle. 

“Bravest of the brave, most generous of the generous, 
never had country more faithful friends than you.”

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Castle’s roval flush 


as rare portrait of 
Henrv VUI’s mother 




LADIES’ MAN: King Henry VIII was raised 
by his mother Elizabeth of York 


A RARE portrait of Henry VIIFs mother has joined 
paintings of the rest of the Tudor king’s family on 
the walls of Hever Castle, writes Steve Knight. 

The former home of Anne Boleyn houses paintings of the infamous 
monarch’s father, eldest brother and all his six wives, with last 
week’s addition of Elizabeth of York completing the set. 

Television historian Dr David Starkey unveiled the 16th century 
portrait at the castle, near Edenbridge, to mark the opening of an 
exhibition celebrating 500 years since Henry Vffl’s accession to the 
throne. 

Hever chief executive Duncan Leslie said it was likely the king vis¬ 
ited Kent while he was courting Boleyn, 
who became his second wife, and was later 
beheaded. 

He added: “He came to the county quite a 
lot and although it’s difficult to be 100 per 
cent certain, it is believed he did visit 
Hever Castle. 

“It would have been a major upheaval for 
the Boleyn family to receive him, but it is 
very plausible because her father was also 
linked to the Royal family as a courtier.” 

The stately home boasts many artefacts 
that mark the romance between Henry 
and Anne, such as a replica of the clock he 
presented to her as a wedding gift. 

Staff at Hever purchased the portrait of 
Elizabeth of York from the private Philip 
Mould gallery in London. Mr Leslie said it 




was a welcome and important addition to the 
collection. 

He said: “Henry VIII’s father was the 
future Henry VII, who was a Lancastrian.

When they beat the Yorkists in battle at 
Bosworth Field, he made the smart move of 
marrying Elizabeth of York, who was the 
most senior member of that faction. 

“By giving birth to the future Henry VIII, 
this woman played an important role in set¬ 
ting the Tudor lineage and, you could argue, 
the present day lineage too. 

“Also of importance was the fact that 
Henry VIII was brought up by his mother, 
which was quite unusual in those days and 
is possibly why he kept marrying lots of dif¬ 
ferent women. 

“It’s been suggested that because he 
was always surrounded by women, he 
had a far more romantic outlook on life 
than most other men at the time. 

“While most kings wanted to marry to 
carry on the Royal lineage, he was very 
much into love as well and so he had the 
difficult task of trying to balance both 
requirements when choosing his wives.”

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Oi! Darling, 
thanks for 
the scoop 


THE credit crunch is “likely” to be coming to an end in under five 
years, according to the Chancellor of the Exchequer in an exclusive 
interview with Kent teenagers from Oi! magazine. 


The group secured a sit-down chat with 
the Government’s moneyman to grill him 
about job prospects, the economy and how 
he does his own banking. 

Habib Abdalla 17, Ashleigh Ellice 17, and 
Joshua Thomson 14, talked to Mr Darling 
at the Treasury in Whitehall. 

In their feature, the youngsters from the 
Marlowe Academy, Ramsgate, wrote: 
“When we spoke about it later we all 
thought that although he definitely knew 
who we were, maybe he wasn’t quite sure 
how to deal with what we were - teenage 
journalists with a real audience of others 
like us. Whatever it 
was, there was defi¬ 
nitely an initial sense 
that we weren’t really 
connecting. Maybe Mr 
Darling, known for 
being cautious, was 
being particularly so 
because we were this 
somewhat ‘unknown 
quantity’. However, as 
the interview went on, the studied pose of 
‘senior politician speaks to young people’ 
changed. 

“The sense of careful consideration was 
still there - but as he leant forward to 
debate a couple of particularly strong 
points he started coming alive.” 

But he did speculate clearly on when the 
financial crisis may start to improve. 

In a question from Ashleigh asking 
whether it was worth her going to universi¬ 
ty to study journalism, Mr Darling recom¬ 
mended she do go. 

He added: “By the time you leave univer¬ 
sity, it is likely that the credit crisis will be 
coming to an end and that you will get a 
relevant job, most people do.” 

He also defended the Government’s mas¬ 
sive borrowing as it attempts to kick-start 
recovery, saying: “Basically, we get money

in and then we have to decide how to spend 
it. But in a time such as we are experienc¬ 
ing now, there is a huge gap in terms of 
what the country needs and the overall 
money to pay for it. 

“This gap has to be filled by borrowing. 
Only the Government is big enough to fill 
this gap because it can borrow money more 
easily. If things aren’t maintained they get 
worse and worse. Governments are there 
to make things better 
when they are diffi¬ 
cult - this is probably 
one of the reasons 
President Obama 
has announced simi¬ 
lar measures in the 
United States.” 

And of his own 
bank account, Mr 
Darling said: “At the 
end of the day, I’m just a normal person 
who gets paid. I have to pay my mortgage 
and bills, the same as anyone else. 

“Then I have to decide what I want to 
spend the rest on - or even whether save it 
for a rainy day.” 

He called on teenagers to realise they 
have a future responsibility to the country 
to keep it going: “They are the future and 
as such play a major part in our country.” 

And he praised Oi! magazine, which is 
written by Kent teenagers for their con¬ 
temporaries, saying: “I welcome anything 
that allows people to understand they have 
a stake in our country. I believe we all have 
a duty to contribute - even from an early 
age.”

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Declining populations need

OUR economy is fragile, we are all 
well and truly aware of that, but 
did you know that more than £50 
million was lost to our economy 
last year due to lack of pollination 
by bees? 

Pollination can be by wind or by animal. 
Often the animal, be it a moth, bat, bee or 
other insect, is only interested in getting to 
the sweet nectar for food. The clever plant is 
arranged so that pollen is collected on the 
body of the animal and transfers to other 
plants as the animal moves along. 

Honeybees are particularly good at pollina¬ 
tion, from our point of view, because they will 
work through a crop, garden or farm crop, 
systematically until every last flower has 
been visited; they pollinate about 90 per cent 
of our British apples. 

But bee populations are declining. One 
third of the bee population did not survive 
the winter of2007. How many more will have 
died this winter? 


The decline is due to a number of pests and 
diseases, primarily the varroa mite. Disease 
can spread rapidly through a colony due to its 
high population density. 

Colony Collapse Disorder is causing serious 
problems in the USA; the bee population is so 
decimated that bees are being trucked enor¬ 
mous distances across the country in order to 
pollinate crops. 

CCD has not reached the UK but many 
believe it is only a matter of time. 

Could you see your way to keeping a hive? 
Think about learning the ancient craft of bee¬ 
keeping, collecting at least 20-401b of honey a 
year, and also beeswax, improving the flower¬ 
ing and cropping of your own garden, and 
increasing the general quality of the wider 
environment. 

Get in touch with your local BBKA, British 
Beekeepers Association, to learn more. 

All of us gardeners can help by growing 
plants which are rich in pollen and nectar. 
Bees need food from February through to 
October, but early flowering plants are partic¬ 
ularly useful. 

If you have room for a tree in your garden 
choose an early flowering one such as hazel, 
willow, hawthorn or a fruit tree.

Other early season 
plants include snowdrop 
and crocus, Doronicum. 

Mahonia, heather, Sarcococca, 

Chaenomeles, rosemary, Daphne 
and ivy. 

Allow ivy to grow until the pom¬ 
pom flowers develop and the plant has 
developed into a shrub, flowers are not 
found on creeping strands of ivy. 

Some of the best spring flowers for bees 
are fruit bushes, cotoneaster, hyacinth, for¬ 
get-me-not, candytuft and gorse. Plant in 
large groups of the same species, the larger 
the better. 

Herbs are good too, especially sage, mint, 
marjoram and thyme. Other summer flower¬ 
ing plants include roses, lavender, cosmos, 
sunflower, heliotrope, campanula... the list 
could go on and on. 

Honeybees have been in the UK for at least 
5,000 years. What other insects provide us 
with honey while at the same time, ensuring 
seed is set for most of our flowering plants, 
fruits and vegetables? 

Please help to look after our honeybees.

Beds made 
to delight 


FOR many of us the bedroom is 
our favourite room in the house - 
a private sanctuary where we rest 
and relax. 

But despite the fact that we spend nearly a 
third of our year under the sheets - on aver¬ 
age 106 days a year in bed - it doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean we’re getting adequate rest. 

The majority of us wait far too long before 
replacing a mattress, robbing ourselves of 
sweet dreams. 

According to the National Sleep Council’s 
research to mark March’s National Bed 
Month only one in 10 people claim to always 
sleep well, while one in five suffer frequent 
sleepless nights. Two-thirds sleep more poor¬ 
ly now than a few years ago. 

Annie Deakin, editor of online interiors 
shopping site mydeco.com, says it’s time to 
take action: “Frankly, if you can’t remember 
the last time you had a good night’s sleep, it 
could well be your rickety old bed - and not 
your stressful lifestyle - that’s to blame.” 

It seems a ‘seven-year itch’ doesn’t just 
apply to marriages - Deakin says it also 
applies to mattresses, because that’s around 
the right time to buy a new one. 

“Always opt for the largest bed you can, 
making sure, of course, it fits your room. 
You’ll never regret it as you’ll have enough 
room to spread out and be comfortable, par¬ 
ticularly important if you’re sharing a bed as 
a couple.” 

Chrissie Rucker, founder of The White 
Company agrees, adding it’s also essential to 
consider how the bed fits your decor. 

“A bed’s style dominates a room, so think 
carefully about the style you prefer. 

“But don’t feel limited by your home’s style. 
Vintage beds can work brilliantly in a con¬ 
temporary setting, while sleek modem beds, 
dressed up, can also fit into the most tradi¬ 
tional scheme.” 

Follow these tips to ensure your mattress 
and bed suit you. 

• MAKE A MATTRESS WORK 

Brent Cooper, sleep expert at London bed¬ 
ding specialists Hasten, says a decent mat¬ 
tress is a must. 

“A restful night is vital for good health so 
give choosing a mattress the attention it 
deserves,” he says. 

Cooper says a mattress must be support¬ 
ive, but that doesn’t mean it has to be hard.

Firm mattresses are actually for heavy peo¬ 
ple - the heavier the person, the firmer the 
springs need to be. 

“A mattress that’s correct allows your hips 
to sink in, giving support to your lower back. 
It’s not enough for your lower back to just 
touch the mattress surface,” he says. 

“Don’t be frightened of feeling comfortable, 
even though the feeling may be unfamiliar to 
you if previously you’ve wrongly taken the 
‘hard bed is good for you’ approach.” 

A bed should be at least six inches (10cm) 
longer than the person lying on it. 

If possible, avoid mattresses that increase 
body heat. The body’s temperature needs to 
cool to 28 degrees during deep sleep, other¬ 
wise sleep quality may be affected. Foam, 
latex and memory foam offer superb support 
but tend to be warmer. Cooper says beds with 
natural fillings such as cotton, wool or horse 
hair are preferable as they allow ventilation 
and cope with body moisture effectively. 

• CHRISSIE RUCKER’S BUYING TIPS 

“As a bed should last you at least 10 years 

it’s wise to choose a classic design that can 
easily be updated with bed linen and acces¬ 
sories,” she advises. 

Divans have a solid base, either sprung for 
maximum comfort or with a platform top. 
This works in tandem with a mattress and 
should not be bought on its own. 

“A high quality divan will have more give 
and feel more luxurious than a mattress on a 
slatted base, and can accommodate hidden 
storage drawers or a pull-out bed.” 

A bedstead consists of a frame, usually 
wooden or metal, with a slatted base. 

“As the base is raised off the floor it makes 
for easy cleaning. It can give a lighter, airier 
feel to a bedroom, but you won’t be able to 
update the bed by simply changing the head- 
board or valance.” 

• CHIC AND CONTEMPORARY 

Dwells collection of modem beds comes in 

a variety of woods and finishes, and should 
suit those who like their beds lean and sleek. 
My favourite’s the High Gloss in white or 
black (£325 for a double bed). 

Alternatively, lie back in a Park Lane bed¬ 
stead (£2,695 at Furniture Village). It’s 
upholstered in leather and has a television 
built into the bed’s foot end. 
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SWEET DREAMS: From left: Tesco Direct 
Mayfair King Size Bed with Black Damask 
Headboard £869 and Embroidered Wave 
Oblong Cushions £8 each; And So To Bed's 
Arco 5ft double bed, £649; Nottingham 
white painted bedstead, with underbed bas¬ 
ket storage, and integral bedside table, from 
£299, from Littlewoods Direct; And So To

Rucker says a headboard can transform a 
standard divan into a statement piece. 

For indulgence The White Company’s 
Bergman bed upholstered in velvet uphol¬ 
stery is hard to beat. A double (including 
headboard and base) is £1,350. 

For style, I particularly like M&S’s Ascari 
Bedstead with a buttoned white leather 
headboard, £1,349, for a bang on trend com¬ 
bination of vintage and modem. 

BUDGET BUY: Mayfair king size bed 
with black headboard, £869 from Tesco. 

• TRADITIONAL 

These can be as decorative or embellished 
as you please, and range from a charming, 
vintage style iron bedstead through to 
ornate French style boudoir beds. 

Feather and Black’s a great destination 
for those who want affordable, quality beds 
that belie their price tags. Its Olivia bed, in 
a white-painted Shaker style with rattan 
under-bed drawers, is £1,095 (plus head- 
board £189), for a double bed. 

BUDGET BUY: A Nottingham white 
painted bedstead, with underbed storage 
and integral bedside table, from £299, from 
Littlewoods Direct.

SPRING is in the air and that 
means gardeners will be dig¬ 
ging out their secateurs for 
some serious pruning as the 
growing season begins. 

However, some may come 
unstuck if they prune at the 
wrong time, damaging new 
shoot growth and losing this 
year’s flowers, while others 
will hack away at woody plants which 
should be left to develop unpruned, apart 
from removing dead and diseased stems 
occasionally

So, what should you leave alone? It’s best 
not to interfere with rock roses, a family of 
short-lived summer shrubs, which won’t 
come back easily if cut back hard. 

Laburnum, Pieris floribunda, daphnes, 
sarcococca and some rhododendrons are 
also best left unpruned, otherwise you may 
ruin their shape or reduce flowering the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

Slow-growing deciduous shrubs such as 
hibiscus, azaleas and hydrangeas don’t 
need much pruning and should be allowed 
to keep their flowerheads all winter. 

If you didn’t remove dead growth from 
perennials in the autumn you can do it in 
early spring, which can help if you are plan¬ 
ning to lift, divide and replant specimens 
and the dead foliage marks the position of 
plants which may be difficult to locate. 

Most evergreens, including conifers, only 
need an optional summer shaping with 
shears. 

The shrubs you should leave alone in 
early spring are those that flower in spring 
up to early summer such as philadelphus, 
forsythia, kerria and weigela. 

This is because the flowers are produced 
on shoots that developed during the previ¬ 
ous growing season, so these flowering 
shoots should be cut back immediately 
flowering has finished, to allow new shoots 
to form. 

The ones that flower from early summer 
onwards including potentilla, lavatera and 
fuchsia, are the ones that need pruning in 
early spring, before growth starts. 

Cut back old wood hard to a low bud to 
encourage vigorous new growth that will 
produce flowers in the same year. 

You may be a bit tentative about giving 


Good enough to eat 

MANY salad leavesand many types of 
mustard, are designed to be picke as 
needed, some regrowing from the 
stump left when the leaves are cut. 

You can buy packets of mixed salad 
leaf seeds, starting them off in small 
pots or modules on a windowsill or in 
the greenhouse, for planting outside 
when the weather warms up. 

Use cloches to warm the soil for a few 
weeks before planting outside, choosing 
a site in full sun for early sowings, in 
fertile, moisture-retentive soil. Seeds 
can be sown at two or three week inter¬ 
vals for a continuous crop. 

The aim is to harvest small quantities 
of leaves as you need them and you 
should have two or more pickings from 
one cut-and-come-again variety, cutting 
off the leaves with scissors about 2cm 
from the compost, leaving the cut 
stump. Add a high-nitrogen liquid feed 
and keep the plants well-watered and 
within a few weeks a flush of new 
leaves should have appeared.

the shrub too much of a haircut, but there are 
certain plants which you can cut right back 
within an inch of their lives in early spring, 
including Buddleia davidii (butterfly bush), 
which can be cut down to a couple of buds from 
the ground, Caryopteris x clandonensis, 
Ceanothus ‘Burkwoodii’ and santolina. 

Other plants which can be pruned in early 
spring include euphorbia, lavandula, passiflo¬ 
ra and roses, although early pruning of bush 
roses (before you are confident spring has 
arrived) is risky in cold northern gardens. 

Tidy up and prune early-flowering climbers 
as soon as they have flowered. 

Those which flower later in the year should 
be left until the following spring. 

Hybrid (large-flowered) clematis, which fall 
into Group 2, should be cut right back to a pair 
of fresh green buds about 30cm (1ft) above the 



ground in early spring. Clematis which flower 
in summer and again in autumn need less 
drastic pruning. Thin out the stems every year 
to keep them tidy and every other year cut 
back the oldest stems to 60cm (2ft) above the 
ground. 

Some shrubs do not take to hard pruning, 
such as lavender and heather. 

Make sure when cutting them back that you 
don’t cut back into old wood or they won’t 
recover. 


If you make a note of what you need to prune 
and when, write the instructions on a label 
with the plant’s name and push it into the 
earth or loosely around the plant for future 
reference. 

There are some basic rules when pruning: 

• Use sharp tools and keep cuts clean. 

• Cut out weak, dead or diseased stems before 
anything else and cut back those stems which 
which are rubbing against the larger ones. 

• Cut just above a bud, sloping away at a 45 


degree angle, so rainwater doesn’t run into the 
cut and cause rotting. 

• Try to prune so that air and light gets into 
the centre of the plant. If you want your shrub 
to spread wide, cut above outward-facing buds. 
If you want it to grow upwards, cut above 
inward-facing buds. 

Hopefully, come summer, you will see the 
fruits of your labour as flowering shrubs and 
perennials burst into bloom with more vigour 
than ever before.

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Top tips for 
tip top lawns 


By HANNAH STEPHENSON 


EVERY spring gardeners dust off 
the mower to give their grass its 
first cut, only to find a mass of 
moss, thatch, pests and weeds 
invading their lawn. 

Moss is a problem for most, especially in the 
mild, damp weather of autumn and early 
winter. Most prevalent in shady areas, which 
are not adequately drained, action is needed 
now or it will weaken your lawn. 

Try to catch any moss infestation early, by 
raking out patches and treating them as they 
appear. Use a good-quality spring-tine rake or, 
if the area is very large, hire an electric or 
petrol-driven rake to make the job easier. 

Improve your drainage, aerating the lawn by 
spiking, to discourage further build-up of 
moss. Make holes in the lawn to a depth of 10- 
15cm, using a garden fork or purpose-built 
lawn aerator, and fill in the holes with sharp 
sand to boost drainage and reduce compaction. 

You can also use moss killers, which will 
turn the moss black but not kill the grass. 
There are combined fertilisers and moss 
killers, with formulations specifically for 
spring or autumn use, which needs to be 
applied when the soil is moist and the grass is 
dry. By mid-spring you should be able to rake 


out any remaining moss and oversow bare 
patches with grass seed. 

Thatch is another common problem. It’s a 
mat of dead grass that forms on the surface of 
many lawns, separating the living grass from 
the soil, which reduces aeration and impedes 
the entry of water and nutrients. Remove it 
regularly by raking with a spring-tine rake at 
least twice a year, in spring and autumn. 

One increasingly common disease is red 
thread (Corticium disease) especially in mild, 
damp weather, according to lawn experts 
TruGreen. 

Red thread looks like pink Shredded Wheat, 
appearing in late winter and early spring, and 
is unsightly, although the bleached patches 
will recover. Grass, which is rarely fed, is 
susceptible, so good lawn care is essential. 
Feed your lawn in spring or summer every 
year, spike the turf and don’t mow too closely 
if you have sandy soil and you should be okay. 

Weed grasses such as meadow grass, with 
coarse leaves, show up among fine grasses and 
are almost impossible to zap using chemicals 
because their foliage is so similar to grass. The 
only answer is to dig them out as they appear. 

Snow mould (Fusarium patch) is the most 
common fungal disease in autumn and early 
spring, after long-lying snow has melted, when 
small patches of grass turn yellow and spread 
to leave large brown patches on the lawn. 

It kills the grass and in wet weather the 
edges of the diseased areas may be covered 



PESTS: Now we come to mowing our lawns 
for the first time this spring, left, we’re also 
finding lots of weeds that need digging out 

with white or pale pink fluffy mould. 

There’s no effective treatment, so the answer 
is to avoid infection. Don’t use a nitrogen-rich 
fertiliser in autumn or winter, spike the turf 
regularly and keep off the grass in frosty 
weather. 

To keep your lawn healthy, feed it annually 
in spring, applying fertiliser when the soil is 
moist, during showery weather, or watering it 
in. Carry out hand-weeding with a daisy 
grubber or hand fork if there are only a few 
weeds. Raking will also help stop the spread of 
creeping weeds. If problems persist, feed and 
weed the lawn in early summer using a 
combined dressing.

March on the plot 

Seedbeds 

Seeds should be sown into a ‘fine tilth’. This 
means the surface has been prepared 
through digging and subsequent raking. 

Clods of soil must be broken into fine 
crumbs. Think of it as a comfy quilt that 
embraces and snuggles your seeds at plant¬ 
ing time. 

Scorzonera 

This is an ancient vegetable which can be 
planted from now until mid-May. The black, 
thong-like root may penetrate so deep that 
digging it out in one piece becomes a person¬ 
al challenge. 

It is delicious eaten raw, steamed or baked. 
Because of the length of root Dirty Nails 
sows scorzonera in a deeply dug bed which is 
as stone-free as possible. The seeds resemble 
large grains of rice and are sown at 6ins 
(15cm) intervals, 1.5ins (4cm) deep. 

Sow two seeds at a time and thin to the 
strongest seedling as soon as the grass-like 
shoots have arched out of the soil. Scorzonera 
is simple to grow. All it demands is to be kept 
moist and weed free, standing happily in the 
ground all winter for digging out as and 
when required. 

Salsify 

A root veg that resembles a large white 
carrot. Cultivation is exactly the same as for 
scorzonera. It has a delectable flavour. 

Two or three 10ft (3m) lines of both salsify 
and scorzonera should be ample for even the 
hungriest family of four. 

Beetroot 

Sow the ‘Detroit 2’ variety of beetroot in 6ft 
(2m) lines every fortnight from now until

July. Hopefully, this will ensure a steady sup¬ 
ply of golfball-sized, sweet-yet-earthy roots 
from mid-summer and through the autumn. 

Beetroot seeds are small and knobbly. They 
should be sown thinly not more than an inch 
(2.5cm) deep. Dirty Nails allows 12ins (30cm) 
between each line. 

Germination can be anything from a few 
days to a fortnight or so, depending on the 
weather. 

‘Detroit 2’ seeds are multi-germ, which 
means each one may produce two, three or 


four seedlings. These should be thinned to 
the strongest as soon as they are big enough 
to handle. 

Dirty Nails aims to thin his beets to 5ins 
(13cm) intervals in order to allow them room 
to grow. As always, beets like to be kept moist 
and weed-free. 

Pot Marigold 

Dirty Nails will also be sowing Calendula 
(Pot Marigold) around the outside of his veg 
plot about now. There seems to be something 


about calendula that inhibits tenacious 
undesirables like couch grass and it is for 
this weed control purpose that he grows it in 
this way. 

It’s dead easy. Scatter the seeds as required 
and cover with a fine layer of soil. The result¬ 
ing riot of orange and yellow flowers creates 
a glorious bee and insect-rich arena for the 
vegetables growing within.

More grammars needed 

I share the concerns of Cllr Mark Dance and 
Michael Fallon MP regarding Labour’s failure 
to ensure sufficient provision of grammar 
school places in Kent, Bexley and Bromley 
(Grammar shortage ‘is fault of the 
Government’, March 15). In fact, Gravesham 
MP Adam Holloway, has also expressed his 
concern that Building Schools for the Future 
(BSF) could be used as a mechanism for 
reducing grammar places further. 

The Greenwich Judgement means the four 
grammar schools in Bexley would have no 
choice but to possibly admit pupils from 
neighbouring boroughs, some of which did 
not fight to retain their own grammar 
schools, simply because they live closer than 
some pupils from Bexley. 

The shortage of places within the north 
west Kent area has been compounded when 
Bexley Grammar School opted to reduce its 
admissions by 32 places per year. Despite 
our objection to the Schools’ Adjudicator, 
which is just a part of the DCSF, the reduc¬ 
tion was upheld. 

Whilst it may be the case that the DCSF 
has stated that no new grammar schools will 
open, it seems obvious that Labour is still 
wedded to reducing the number of grammar 
school places at any opportunity they can. 

The Conservatives have pledged to allow 
expansion of grammar school places where 
population growth dictates because we 
believe in allowing as many pupils as possi¬ 
ble to have high aspirations and strive for 
their ambitions.

For the record, I actually agree it is, it’s just 
that it’s not as significant as we are led to 
believe and what we do about it doesn’t work 
very well. 

The vast majority of accidents (or call them 
what you will) are down to poor driving stan¬ 
dards, ranging from incompetence to idiocy, 
with excess speed having only a minor role. 

I also feel she rather shoots herself in the 
foot about fine incomes - if it’s all so impor¬ 
tant, why isn’t every penny ring fenced into 
improving road safety to try to stop the prob¬ 
lem in the first place? 

Finally, she shouldn’t get too enthusiastic 
about only issuing one ticket a year - her job 
would go faster than a puddle in a heatwave 
if she did.

CITROEN’S Picasso MPV brand 
sells more than any other family of 
MPVs in Europe. 

This is all the more impressive, since the 
French marque was a relative latecomer to the 
sector, launching its first Picasso - the now 
ageing Xsara version - in 2000. 

Nevertheless, it swiftly stole leadership of 
the UK compact MPV sector created by the 
original Renault Scenic and Citroen has since 
added five and seven-seat C4 Picassos and 
launches the elegantly executed five-door C3 
model in April. 

It has made a big impression ahead of its 
debut, capturing Top Gear’s ‘Family Car of the 
Year’ award, while market watchers at CAP 
predict it will hold its secondhand value 
around 10 per cent better than rivals such as 


the Vauxhall Meriva, Nissan Note, Ford 
Fusion and Renault Modus. 

The unspoken caveat here is: if Citroen does 
not undermine those values with the sort of 
keen finance and cashbacks that have given 
the brand such market strength in the UK 
lately 

Known Picasso virtues - affordable versatil¬ 
ity and space - will be a major strength too 
and list prices from just £11,495, though the 
more desirable diesels start at £1,100 higher. 

High-efficiency 

There are three trim levels: VT, VTR+ and 
Exclusive and the car will be offered with two 
high-efficiency low-emission petrol engines - 
VTi 95 and VTi 120 - developed jointly with 
BMW and Peugeot and making such a mark 
with the latest Mini. 

But it is likely that the car’s two flexible 
diesel units - the HDi 90 and HDi 110 DPFS 
- will take most sales. 


In its compact cubic and utilitarian way, the 
C3 Picasso cleverly manages to marry MPV, 
chunky SUV (4x4) and retro lines into a 
design that appeals across a wide market. 

Many buyers will be sold on versatility alone 
though: split-folding rear seats that slide back 
and forth independently and can be folded 
away in one movement, leaving a flat load bay 
The front passenger seat can also be folded 
down completely for extra load space within a 
cabin measuring 1.66m - one of the longest in 
its class and rivalling those of many MPVs 
from the next segment up.

4x4 sector’s bid for redemption 


StEVELOADER 


HOW we miss Spitting Image. 

That wicked blend of rubber and verbal car¬ 
icature would have had a field day with our 
current Government. 

Imagine how the show might highlight 
Labour’s persecution of the 4x4, perhaps 
using a Jurassic Park spoof. 

It would probably feature a huge latex 
Gordon Brown T-Rex snapping at the wheels 
of a 4x4 hurtling through the streets of 
Tunbridge Wells, once notorious for having 
more 4x4s registered than anywhere else in 
England. 

Or maybe we would watch the first horse¬ 
man of the Apocalypse - our anti-car PM and 
former Chancellor - driving a ‘Taxation’ nail 
into the 4x4 coffin, before the rest of the fear¬ 
some quartet turn up as ‘Global Warming’, 
‘Volatile Fuel Prices’ and ‘Global 
Recession’...just in time to sit on the lid. 

Monsters 

There can be no argument that the 4x4 sec¬ 
tor and its increasingly bloated cars had 
grown beyond reasonable bounds. 

It was actually helped initially by ponder¬ 
ous government that allowed such monsters 
to thrive in a country where such cross-coun¬ 
try/all-weather skills are rarely needed by 
most drivers; on a visit to icy yet wealthy 
Norway two winters ago, I was astonished to 
find 4x4s far less common. 

This Government also acted slowly to close 
a tax loophole that encouraged proliferation of 
huge 4x4 pick-ups outside of the farming and 
building trades. 



Car companies, of course, were happy to 
supply demand for beefy 4x4s and we can’t 
blame them - big cars mean big profits, 
although they actually cost relatively little 
more to produce than small ones. 

No wonder then that the industry is trying 
to resuscitate all-wheel drive sales. 

Toyota, for instance, is bringing a junior ver¬ 
sion of the highly successful RAV4 to the mar¬ 
ket soon with a name that recognises how 
4x4s stormed the streets and towns of the 
developed world: the Urban Cruiser 1.4-litre 
D-4D diesel. 

Skoda fancies a shot at the sector too with 
the all-new Yeti, due in October. The VW- 
owned Czech marque surprised everyone at 
the recent Geneva show by announcing that, 
unlike the newly-launched SUV-lookalike 
Soul from Kia, the Yeti would be sold in four 
as well as two-wheel drive format. 

And you can understand the sigh of relief at 
Land Rover after the Government - some¬ 
what ironically - offered a grant of up to £27 
million to the UK 4x4 specialist towards pro¬ 
duction of an all-new compact model.

Chevy’s epic proportions

Chevrolet Epica 


HERE’S a car I approached with 
scepticism. 

I expected the Chevrolet Epica to be ugly, 
ponderous, clumsily finished inside and just, 
well, a Tank Tank’. 

OK, it’s not perfect in the looks department, 
but it’s not completely awful either and the 
sums certainly add up. 

What’s more, this lardy-looking motor is 
actually built in Korea, where all UK Chevys 
come from, including the rather likeable 
Captiva SUV. 

The biggest surprise is the handling. Despite 
‘epic’ proportions, the Epica is some way 
from the classic big Yank ‘sedan’ or ‘divan’ 
that comers like a spongy bedstead. 



It can certainly deliver the comfort preferred 
by the US market, without an excess of 
the “Jell-0 on springs” mobility that Jack 
Lemmon described while admiring Marilyn 
Monroe’s backside in Some Like it Hot. 

In any case, with list prices from just above 
14 grand - and local dealers have new cars 
available for less than 11 - it is wrong to pitch 
the Chevy against the state-of-the-art Ford 
Mondeo or the Epica’s more upmarket General 


Motors’ stablemate, the Vauxhall Insignia. 

Instead, it should be judged and voted tops 
against other US and Korean rivals such as 
the Chrysler Sebring and Dodge Avenger and 
the Kia Magentis and Hyundai Sonata. 

The Chevy’s most unusual feature is the 
option of what is said to be a smooth six-cylin¬ 
der 2.0-litre petrol engine as the entry model, 
but most buyers will go for the four-pot two- 
litre diesel. 


It is the same impressive Korean-built unit 
already seen in the Captiva: smooth with the 
low and mid-range punch needed for this big 
wagon and yet impressively economical. 

The Epica has a big 65-litre tank, but it took 
so long for the gauge to move off ‘full’ that I 
thought it had jammed. 

Dave Faulkner, manager of St George’s 
Chevrolet in Cliftonville, Margate, claims 
some customers had tried to outdo each other

with readings from the on-board computer: 
“55mpg was the record for a while, but we 
now have a claim of 64mpg - it’s amazing for 
a big car bench-marked against a Mercedes 
E-Class for interior space.” 

He admitted that many Epica customers 
were taxi operators and the caravan set, 
rather than image-conscious private buyers 
and company car executives, but St George’s 
was currently selling more Epicas than any 
other UK Chevrolet dealer due to healthy pri¬ 
vate sales too. 

By the look of the interior, this is not so sur¬ 
prising either. US brands usually fall short of 
European and Japanese ones for cabin quali¬ 
ty, design and materials, but I was wrong to 
prejudge the Epica here too. 

It is a notch higher than small Chevys on the 
market and even quite luxurious, though not 
challenging the executive class of the VW 
Passat. 


The layout is functional and the leather 
seats on our flagship LT model felt smart and 
comfortable and rear passengers get acres of 
space and a sizeable armrest - with cuphold- 
ers, of course - to lounge against. It is a bit 
like taking your sofa on the road and only 
seems to be lacking a drink cabinet. 

The seat backs also flop forward to allow 
long items to be carried, though the boot itself 
is immense 

In Chevy fashion, standard kit is generous: 
junior LS trim brings air con, cruise control, 
electric windows all round, alloys, leather cov¬ 
ered steering wheel, powered mirrors and 
MP3 input on the sound system. 

My main complaint was the slightly vague 
five-speed manual gearbox on the diesel test 
car; I’m assured by Dave Faulkner that the 
six-speed auto 'box is the better buy - so the 
Epica is true to its American branding in this 
respect at least.

Waving, drowning or 
fighting to stay afloat?

SHOCKINGLY, one in three South 
East business owners is using 
their own savings to keep firms 
afloat as bankers clutch their cash 
even harder to their chests, accord¬ 
ing to a new survey. 

Independent invoice financier Bibby 
Financial Services says it has found that cash 
is king with the region’s businesspeople, with 
77 per cent of owners and managers claiming 
the recession has encouraged them to keep a 
closer eye on finances. 

With seven in 10 firms experiencing a dete¬ 
rioration in their ability to access finance, 23 
per cent are cutting their marketing or adver¬ 
tising spending and 30 per cent are even going 
as far as to use their personal savings to 
ensure their business doesn’t go under. 

Also, 23 per cent are scaling back on produc¬ 
tion and 31 per cent are having to bring serv¬ 
ices back in-house. Six per cent in the South 
East - slightly under the seven per cent 
national average - are getting smaller premis¬ 
es or cutting out office spending altogether 
and opting to run businesses from home. 

The figures also show flexibility is key to 
survival, with 86 per cent of owners and 
managers making positive changes specifi¬

cally in relation to their clients/customers 
and suppliers. 

Just over half have been able to negotiate 
better terms with suppliers, and nearly two 
thirds have managed to pursue new business 
opportunities. In addition, 33 per cent have 
become more open and transparent when it 
comes to their business plans with clients and 
customers alike, resulting in what the firm 
calls a flexible and more honest breed of busi¬ 
ness owner and manager. 

Kevin Rose, of Bibby Financial Services, 
said: “Regardless of size or industry sector, this 
research highlights the flexibility and diversi¬ 
fication tactics that businesses are being 
forced to learn in order to survive. 

“With so many businesses taking positive 
steps to adapt to survive, it is clear that 
stronger, more experienced entrepreneurs 


will emerge from these tough times. 

“The message to those who are not taking 
proactive steps is that this is no time to be 
complacent. Reviewing suppliers, finances and 
in particular cash flow, even now, may prove 
vital to the survival of many of the UK’s small 
and medium-sized businesses.” 

Interestingly, 72 per cent of women are more 
cautious about their finances compared with 
67 per cent of men, and one in three women 
say they have, or will develop, their under¬ 
standing of financial management, whereas 
among male counterparts this figure is just 
one in five. 

And there’s also no substitute for experience 
- more than half of business owners and man¬ 
agers have never experienced a recession or 
downturn. But it’s the bosses who’ve ridden 
out past downturns who are more likely to be 
scrutinising their finances more carefully, with 
81 per cent paying more attention to finances 
compared to just 64 per cent of greenhorns. 

Mr Rose said: “Many SMEs will simply be 
fighting for survival rather than being able to 
look at what changes are necessary. 

“However, even just taking a few minutes a 
day to look at the business in a fresh light and 
explore potential new survival strategies could 
mean the difference between having a success¬ 
ful business in a year’s time or not.” 

Bibby offers help with cash flow funding and 
says it has recently “secured a significantly 
enlarged funding facility’ and its doors are 
very much open for business. 


‘Don’t accept 
sales pitch 
from banks’ 

A TUNBRIDGE Wells-based investment 
specialist is urging people to think more 
carefully about where their savings are and 
who is managing their money. 

David Brunning is furious that too many 
people are still being sold investments by 
their banks because they “don’t realise the 
advice they are being given is far from inde¬ 
pendent”. 

He added: “Some banks are in a dreadful 
state because they haven’t been able to 
manage their own risks, yet they are still 
asking customers to trust them to manage 
investments. 

“Sadly, the days of having a manager and 
a bank looking after you personally are long 
gone. Now everyone from the staff who cash 
your cheques to the financial advisors have 
sales targets to meet. 

“They are as keen to sell you car loans and 
pet insurance as they are savings and 
investments. To a bank, investment man¬ 
agement is just another product to sell.” 

Mr Brunning, of independent financial 
advisors Brunning Newman Houghton, 
said people need to decide whether leaving 
investments to be managed by their bank is 
sensible when there are other options. 

“It’s time people stopped accepting the 
sales pitch and started taking advice,” he 
said. 

“How can banks say they can manage cus¬ 
tomers’ investments when they have failed 
catastrophically with their own? We should 
be saying ‘Hang on a minute - this is silly, 
because there are alternatives’ to the banks 
and their private client departments.”

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CBI says Rates 
Bill burden will 
be a tax too far 


£ 800 m cost ‘at worst possible time’

BUSINESSES in the county will face a 
double burden of unwanted extra taxes at 
the worst possible time if a new Bill is 
passed by Parliament, the CBI has 
warned. 

The Business Rates Supplements Bill had its Third 
Reading in the House of Commons this week and will

allow councils to levy on companies 
supplementary taxes designed to pay 
for infrastructure projects which ben¬ 
efit local economies. 

Taxes could total £800 million a 
year. CBI South East regional direc¬ 
tor Malcolm Hyde said: “These extra 
taxes on business could make the dif¬ 
ference between companies surviving 
the downturn or going to the wall. 

“They will harm local economies by 
placing extra financial demands on 
firms when they can least afford it.” 

These supplementary taxes would 
follow the overall five per cent rise in 
business rates announced by 
Government, and are set to cost £1.15 
billion, which is strongly opposed by 
business as being too large a rise at a 


very difficult time, said the CBI. The 
supplements would particularly 
affect manufacturers and retailers. 

The CBI is calling for an urgent 
amendment to the Bill. It says firms 
should get a vote to approve or reject 
proposed tax supplements to pay for 
new infrastructure projects. 

Mr Hyde added: “The Business 
Rates Supplements Bill is designed to 
help fund projects that benefit local 
economies, but may backfire in its 
present form. 

“It risks placing extra burdens on 
firms that are fighting for survival 
and could lead to more going bust. It 
also risks taxing business for projects 
that are not what local economies 


need. By amending the Bill to give 
business a vote, we can ensure local 
economies get the right invest¬ 
ments, which stimulate economic 
growth and create jobs, instead of 
threatening them.” 

He said this would: 

• Help avoid white-elephant proj¬ 
ects that business does not actually 
need, saving money and cutting 
waste; 

• Ensure priority is given to the 
projects that are most likely to help 
local economies; 

• Avoid extra taxes at times when 
business simply cannot afford them, 
helping avoid business failures that 
cost jobs; 

• Make the system fair. If only busi¬ 
ness pays a supplement, business 
should get a vote; 

• Enhance trust and understanding 
between local government and busi¬ 
ness, helping local economies. 

The CBI is also calling for busi¬ 
ness rates to be frozen for two years, 
instead of there being a five per cent 
rise.

Finance watchdog 
raises alarm over 
mortgage advisor 


BRITAIN’S financial watchdog 
has put out a warning about an 
advisor operating in Kent who 
has been linked with a mortgage 
that apparently didn’t get to the 
borrower. 

The Financial Services 
Authority sent out a statement 
which said: “Have you arranged a 
mortgage, remortgage or home 
purchase plan through The 
Financial Associate (TFA) 
Limited, operating from offices at 
16 Halfway Street, Sidcup, Kent 
DA15 8LL? 

“We have reason to believe that 
Mr John Charalambous, the 
director and advisor, has on at 
least one occasion applied for a 
mortgage on behalf of a client. 

“The mortgage advance applied 
for was in excess of the client’s 
requirements and the mortgage 
advance was not paid to the 
client. 

“At the same time as applying 
for mortgages for his clients, Mr 
Charalambous may have applied 
for life assurance policies without 


his clients’ knowledge or consent.” 

The FSA said that potentially 
any customers who took out a 
mortgage through TFA could be 
affected. 

It advises: “If you took out a 
mortgage, or are in the process or 
taking out a mortgage, through 
TFA you should check that the 
mortgage advance is for the 
amount you applied for in your 
original mortgage application. 

“You should also check whether 
you have received policy state¬ 
ments or correspondence from life 
insurance companies about life 
cover that you do not remember 
applying for. 

‘We also strongly advise you to 
contact us: Chris Walmsley - 
chris.walmsley@fsa.gov.uk or 020 
7066 5894; or Joan Bailey - 
joan.bailey@fsa.gov.uk or 020 
7066 1228.

OK, HERE’S the fight. In the 
blue corner is Erith and 
Thamesmead MP John 
Austin, and in the red comer 
is the Forum of Private 
Business. 

Title? Whether redundancy pay¬ 
ments should go up or not - and the 
gloves are off. 

Mr Austin and Parliamentary 
Labour Party colleagues have called 
on the Government to cut out the cur¬ 
rent cap on statutory redundancy pay 
and uprate the level by linking it to 
average weekly earnings. 

Mr Austin said: “In the economic 
downturn and with more people possi¬ 
bly facing redundancy, it is vital that 
we work to ensure our statutory 
redundancy pay packages are linked 
to people’s earnings and offer real sup¬ 
port to those who through no fault of 
their own lose their jobs.” 

‘We need to remember there will be 
victims in recession and however 
much we may want to, we cannot 
guarantee every worker’s job.” 

But the forum said increasing 
redundancy payouts could backfire on 
small businesses, forcing them to close 
rather than attempting to recover and

grow, adding to unemployment and 
leaving the taxpayer to pick up the 
bill. 

“The proposal, apparently to protect 
workers, is misguided because it 
would increase unemployment by 
forcing many businesses to close that 
might have survived had statutory 
redundancy pay been left alone,” said 
chief executive, Phil Orford. 

“Inevitably, this would also increase 
the burden of social security on the 
taxpayer and become a downward spi¬ 
ral of further unemployment and eco¬ 
nomic deterioration. 

“Should this become law, the 
increased costs of having to make staff 
cuts would make it much more diffi¬ 
cult for a business owner to turn a 


struggling company around. 

“Many businesses would be left with 
no alternative to closing completely, 
leading to a further loss of jobs. The 
Government would be left to pay the 
additional redundancy costs out of the 
public purse.” 

Mr Orford added: “At present, small 
businesses are struggling to find inno¬ 
vative ways to cut costs yet keep hold 
of their valued, skilled staff. 

“The last resort is to have to make 
redundancies. Increasing redundancy 
pay would be a further blow to their 
chances of surviving and a serious 
impediment to growth.”

Alex finds his niche 

despite downturn 


IT’S RECESSION time, firms are finding it tough, but there 
are some Kent businesspeople out there still making a good 
fist of it. Like Alex Paterson (pictured). 

He’s successful in what he does, and 
thinking of taking on staff. Not bad for a 
young man who wanted to go it alone and 
asked a special programme which helps 
disabled and disadvantaged people do 
just that. 

Mr Paterson, 34, from Deal, originally 
trained in aerospace design and engineer¬ 
ing at Kingston University. 



He had to temporarily 
leave the course before grad¬ 
uating due to illness. 

He resumed his studies 
after being given the right 
treatment, and started 
working for a local Kent 
council on a contract basis 
once he had recovered. 

However, with the contract 
at an end, he found himself 
out of work. With few suit¬ 
able options available, Mr 
Paterson went to the job cen¬ 
tre and discovered informa¬ 
tion on schemes to start a 
business. 

He was referred to the self- 
employment team at 
Enham, a leading regional 
charity dedicated to provid¬ 
ing services for people with 
disabilities, and their busi¬ 
ness ability programme, a 
free and confidential service. 

“I saw a niche to deliver 


architectural design, plan¬ 
ning and building control 
applications, site surveys 
and engineering services to 
contractors in Kent and 
London,” he said. 

“I’ve also diversified 
by offering energy consulta¬ 
tions for homeowners as well 
as businesses, providing 
independent and impartial 
advice for those wishing 
to reduce their energy costs 
and become more fuel 
efficient. 

“It was a risk setting up on 
my own, but I’ve kept my 
costs down by working from 
home. I also worked as a 
part-time lecturer at the 
University of Greenwich.” 

He was the programme’s

months on and his firm AP 
Design Consultancy is doing 
well.

is the new accord needed? 

A During this recession, it’s absolutely crucial local 
authorities proactively seek the views of small busi¬ 
nesses and listen to their needs, so they can provide the 
support they need to get through these tough times.

M QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Small businesses are very much in the 
spotlight these days, especially in 
Kent where the vast majority of firms 
are small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs). They are under 
the cosh as much as the big 
companies, but don’t have the 
massive backroom staff. 

So organisations such as the 
Federation of Small Businesses (FSB) 
are vital to keeping them informed 
and protected. Last week saw the 
national launch in Canterbury of a 
new agreement to include small 
businesses in local council decision¬ 
making. Its 14 Accord Principles 
include nominating what it calls 
‘business engagement champions’ 
from among business communities 
and within councils, as well as 
encouraging greater consultation. At 


the signing of the first accord in the 
country, FSB policy chairman John 
Walker was joined by the leader of 
Canterbury City Council, Cllr John 
Gilbey, and chief executive Colin 
Carmichael, as well as county FSB 
officials. The accord is the next step 
of the FSB’s Keep Trade Local cam¬ 
paign, highlighting the need to pre¬ 
serve local services and networks 
such as pubs, post offices and banks 
to help small businesses survive. 

The launch was in the week when 
news came out that UK SMEs are 
now owed a massive £25.9 billion 
after overdue payments rocketed by 
almost 40 per cent during the last 
year, up sharply from £18.6bn.

TIME TO ACT: The Government is being urged to cut VAT on repairs 


THE Government should act on an EU move to cut VAT 
on repair and maintenance bills that will benefit historic 
buildings, says property consultancy Knight Frank, 
writes Tony Patey. 

The EU has given the go-ahead for member states to cut the rate of VAT 
on property repairs and maintenance to five per cent from its current level 
of 15 per cent. A VAT cut would be beneficial to historic buildings, says 
Knight Frank, especially those that are listed, because repairs are regulat¬ 
ed and can be very expensive. 

It will partially reverse the anomaly that alterations, compared with 
repairs and maintenance, to listed buildings have been zero-rated for

many years. Knight Frank says it will help maintain the fabric of 
the UK’s historic buildings and provide a lifeline to the construction 
industry in the economic downturn. Andy Waller, head of building 
consultancy at Knight Frank, said: “The EU’s decision is very wel¬ 
come and I would urge the Government to take advantage as quick¬ 
ly as possible. 

“Not only will it help preserve the nation’s historic buildings, but 
it could offer a much-needed boost to the construction industry in 
difficult economic times.

Women’s World Cup would be her biggest 
achievement in an already hugely suc¬ 
cessful career.

Fellow Kent team-mate, Lydia 
Greenway, has chipped in with some valu¬ 
able runs in the middle order for England 
and Edwards expects her to lead the way 
in the field. 

Opportunities 

“Lydia has fielded really well and with¬ 
out doubt has been the best fielder in the 
tournament,” she said. “She has probably 
not hit her straps batting just yet, but has 
had limited opportunities. This team has 
been together for about two or three years 
and Lydia is a massive part of that and 
she sets the standard for us all in the field. 

“She is definitely one to watch.” 

The final is just stage one of England’s 
plans to be the dominant force in 
women’s cricket, as they look to retain the 
Ashes this summer before the showpiece 
ICC Women’s Twenty20 World Cup in this 
country in June. 

For Edwards, the World Cup is the one 
that has so far eluded her. 

She said: “It is going to be the biggest 
game of my career by far. I have played in 
Ashes series but this will really be up 
there, certainly the biggest in my career so 
far. We are all very excited about playing 
in a final, it’s something you dream of and 
having played in three semi-finals, it’s a 
great feeling to have made the final.”

KENT have no plans to replace 
incoming overseas fast bowler 
Stuart Clark when his six-week 
contract ends in June. 

The county announced the signing of the 
Australian at the club’s AGM this week, as 
predicted by this newspaper, for the first six 
weeks of the summer. 

However, as a result of the delay to the 
£10 million redevelopment of St Lawrence 
and the county’s disappointing financial 
results, the club will wait until June before 
deciding whether a new overseas player is to 
replace Clark for the second half of the season. 

Short-sighted 

Kent have this week been criticised for 
signing the Australian, in what is an Ashes 
year, with the ECB’s managing director 
Hugh Morris, selector Geoff Miller and 
skipper Andrew Strauss all vociferous in 
condemnation. 

Strauss described the signing as “short¬ 
sighted” while others, including former cap¬ 
tain Alec Stewart, have complained that 
Kent are giving an Australian Test bowler 
the chance to prove his form and fitness 
ahead of the series. 

The club have defended their corner, with 
chief executive Paul Millman pointing 
towards the potential loss of Amjad Khan to 
England and the fact three other Kent players 
are on the cusp of international honours. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “We can’t be 
accused of not supporting England, we have

“That’s four in contention for England hon¬ 
ours and that’s as many if not more than any 
other county. 

“Seven or eight years ago we had Steve 
Waugh for a month and that attracted a cer¬ 
tain amount of soul searching at the time, but 
at the end of that month there was nobody in 
Kent saying it was a bad thing.

Millman admitted he was sur¬ 
prised at the level of criticism to 
have been directed at the club. 

With all-rounder Ryan 
McLaren set to spend the first 
few weeks of the season in the 
Indian Premier League, and 
Khan potentially out of the pic¬ 
ture, the county were in need of 
bowling cover. 

‘We have got to look after 
Kent as well as England, it’s a 
parallel exercise,” he said. “Of 
course England is important and of course we 
want to win the Ashes, and we wouldn’t want 
to do anything to stop that. Equally we have a 
very large group of supporters who want to see 
success for Kent cricket. 

“I do think it’s an over reaction and I am sur¬ 
prised at the quarters it’s come from.” 

The county also announced at its AGM that 
there have been discussions with contractors 
to pick up the work on the redevelopment at 
the ground.

Millman told KoS the club were committed 
to the redevelopment and the plans originally 
submitted. 

He said: “We have had positive discussions 
with a number of positive parties and we are 
carrying on those conversations. 

“The plans submitted are for a ground for 
which everybody supporting Kent cricket can 
be proud and give us a shout of going ahead 
and stage the best possible cricket and inter¬ 
national cricket.” 


Bay in Europe dilemma

HERNE Bay United produced 
arguably their best-ever result in 
roller hockey’s European League 
last weekend, but financial con¬ 
cerns may prevent the club from 
entering the elite competition 
next season. 

The strictly amateur English 
champions gave professional 
Spanish giants Reus Deportiu a 
fright last Saturday before even¬ 
tually slipping to a 7-4 defeat. 

The result represented a giant 
leap forward for the club, which 
has often struggled in the compe¬ 
tition against the Continent’s 
best club sides. 

United are on course to retain 
their domestic Premier League 
title, making them eligible for a 
third successive European 
League campaign, but player/ 
coach Phil McVey admits the 


club’s progress could be under¬ 
mined if they are unable to raise 
the £14,000 needed to cover 
costs. 

He said: “The first year raising 
the money was hard, this year it’s 
been harder and in the current 
climate it could be very difficult. 
Potentially all the good work 
we’ve put in could be undone. 

“While we have generated a lot 
of interest you need to keep push¬ 
ing to get that snowball effect 
and narrow the gap. As soon as 
we take our eye off the ball it will 
unravel.” 

One alternative to keep United 
in Europe would be to enter the 
less prestigious but more cost- 
effective CERS Cup. 

If this fails the club are looking 
to stage a tournament next year 
to celebrate their centenary. 


THE voice of motorsport, 
Murray Walker, will return to 
the commentary box at 
Lydden Hill for the opening 
round of the European Rallycross 
Championship next month. 

The legendary broadcaster will 
be at the Kent circuit to commen¬ 
tate on European Rallycross 
Championship’s return after a 
16-year absence. 

Walker, who was the voice of 
Formula One for 52 years and 
rallycross during the 1970s and 
1980s, is eager to visit the circuit 
again. 

He said: “I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to being back at Lydden to 


get involved with the commen¬ 
tary at the European Rallycross 
meeting on Easter Monday. 

“Rallycross is the greatest of 
fun and one of the most exciting 
and dramatic forms of motor- 
sport that there is - and, yes, I do 
include Formula One in that 
viewpoint.” 

With three weeks remaining 
before the event, Lydden has 
been inundated with entries, 
with more than 20 supercars 
already signed up, including 
reigning European champion 
Kenneth Hanson. 

The event will take place on 
April 12-13.

MEL Clewlow will continue to make herself 


available for international selection despite 
being excluded from the latest funding squad, 
writes David Pritchard. 

The Canterbury ladies defender is Great Britain’s most expe¬ 
rienced player, passing 250 international caps at the Beijing 
Olympics last summer. The 32-year-old considered her interna¬ 
tional future last autumn before deciding she wanted to carry 
on, although she stopped short of being able to guarantee her 
fitness as far ahead as the London Olympics. 

The chances of Clewlow adding to her record number of 
appearances have now receded after she was left out of the 
32-strong squad to get central funding. Although two months 
have passed since finding out the news from coach Danny 
Kerry, the decision still rankles. 

“I’m annoyed, frustrated, angry - you name it, it’s been an 
emotional rollercoaster,” she told Kent on Sunday. “I don’t 
agree with the reasons I was given but I can’t do anything 
about it, it’s the coach’s call. 

“I could take the option to say ‘that’s it, I’m retiring’ and be 
bitter and twisted about my whole career but then that shuts 
the door completely. The hardest thing is it’s taken away the 
opportunity for me to help develop the younger players, which 
is why I don’t understand the decision.” 

Kerry, who coached Canterbury ladies before taking over the 
Great Britain job four years ago, said he understood the reac¬ 
tion but his priority was building a squad for London 2012. 

He said: “It’s come as a bitter disappointment for Mel, as it 
would for any player. That’s really me looking to London in par¬ 
ticular. It’s going to be difficult for Mel to break back in but 
it’s not my job to shut the door, it’s players’jobs to decide if they 
want to retire.” 


Kerry has 
high hopes 
for London 

GREAT Britain women’s hockey 
coach Danny Kerry is optimistic 
about his side performing well at 
London 2012 thanks to an 
increase in funding from UK 
Sport. 

After both the men’s and 
women’s teams exceeded their 
targets at Beijing with fifth and 
sixth places respectively, the 
sport was awarded a 43 per cent 
increase in central investment up 
to 2012. 

Kerry will look to use the 
money to buy players’ time away 
from work or study to build a 
strong team ethic ahead of the 
Games. He used a similar tactic 
before Beijing, but with the new 
funding levels it will be on a 
much larger scale as Britain 
looks for its first Olympic hockey 
medal since 1992.

He said: “We’re looking to get 
the team together as much as 
humanly possible. Rather than 
the 12 months we had ahead of 
Beijing we are looking to do that 
for three-and-a-half years. 

“Some players have got some 
tough life choices to make but 
sports like cycling and sailing 
made them 12 years ago 
because they had the funding. 

“Now because of our perform¬ 
ances in Beijing we have the 
opportunity to do that.”

Club still gunning for 
new shooting range 
despite 2012 set back 

DARTFORD Clay Shooting Club (DCSC) will 
continue with their ambitious plans to create 
a world-class venue despite missing out on 
hosting the Olympic tournament. 

The club are hoping to submit a planning 
application to Dartford Borough Council in 
the next few weeks. When built, the £20 mil¬ 
lion scheme would enable the club to become 
the premier shooting facility in the country, 
capable of bringing top international competi¬ 
tions to the UK for the first time. 

It was hoped the plans would convince 
London 2012 organisers to switch the Olympic 
shooting competition to the Kent club. 

Woolwich was the original venue chosen, but 
with the £42 million venue to be demolished 
after the Games it had drawn criticism for not 
leaving a lasting legacy. 

This week the debate was settled with 
organisers confirming Woolwich would remain 
the host venue, to the bitter disappointment of 
everyone at the DCSC. 

Richard Bailey, spokesman for the DCSC, 
said: “We can only stand open-mouthed in 
astonishment at the decision. At Dartford we 
could have built a legacy for shooting for the 
original £25m budget. 

“The bottom line is the application to build 
an international quality venue that will 
attract huge inward investment will continue 
unchanged.” 

The plans would create a new shooting 
range and indoor facilities which are intended 
to be made available for the community on the 
site at the Dartford Marshes. It is predicted 
the project would take around 12 months to 
complete once planning permission is given. 




‘Let’s hear your Royce’ 


GILLINGHAM’S experienced players need to 
stand up and contribute more verbally in the 
crucial final weeks of the season, according to 
manager Mark Stimson. 

Going into yesterday’s game at Grimsby, 
Gills were second in League Two with eight 
games remaining. Although it was the highest 
they had been all season, several difficult 
games remain and they face trips to rivals 
Brentford, Wycombe and Rochdale to come in 
the next six weeks. 

Raw 

Gills have a young and fairly raw squad, 
with just four players - Simon Royce, Nicky 
Southall, Mark Bentley and Mark 
McCammon - aged over 30. None of the quar¬ 
tet are renowned for having a lot to say, but 
Stimson urged them to play more of a role as 
the season reaches its climax. 

He said: “Normally your experienced players 
are the ones who get around people and are 
really vocal in the dressing room and out on 
the pitch. Those three are not, if I’m honest. 


“You would like your senior players to do 
that and nine times out of 10 that’s what the 
old players do. Mark Bentley won promotions 
at Southend but I don’t think he would’ve been 
one of the noisier ones in the changing room. 
He must have experienced it and now he’s got 
to pass some of that on to our younger play¬ 
ers.” 

Elsewhere, Gillingham striker Luis 
Cumbers will be offered a new contract this 
summer. The 20-year-old striker was loaned 
out to Ebbsfleet United last week, a move 
which appeared to indicate his days at 
Priestfield were numbered. 

Injury problems have plagued Cumbers this 
season, restricting him to seven first-team 
appearances, but Stimson does not want to 
lose the talented forward. 

He said: “Luis is fine, I’ve told him he’s got 
nothing to worry about for next year, just go 
and get some minutes and goals if you can, 
like Andy Pugh has [on loan at Grays] and 
then come back and be sharp in case he’s need¬ 
ed for the next few games.”

ENGLISH football’s most pow¬ 
erful figure has voiced his con¬ 
cerns about the behaviour of 
some of the Premier League’s 
top managers. 

Lord Triesman, the chairman of the 
Football Association, was speaking at a 
conference held by the Kent County FA 
this week where he was pressed about the 
influence of the Premiership on the grass¬ 
roots game. 

In a week where the tension boiled over 
between Hull manager Phil Brown and 
Arsenal boss Arsene Wenger, the FAs top 
man expressed his growing concerns. 

He said: “What worries me is the attitude 
of some senior managers, they seem to 
show no restraint. Some of them are looked 
up to by young people and they often imi¬ 
tate what they do. A discussion with the 
League Managers’ Association is ongoing 
and I have to say there will have to be some 
significant strides made soon as a result of 
what’s happening this season.” 

Lord Triesman also said the majority of 
top referees in England had reported an 
improvement in relations with players as a 
result of the Respect programme. 

He also said the programme, launched 
in Kent in December, 2007, before anywhere 
else in the countiy, has to be adhered to at all 
levels if it is to work effectively. 

Respect 

He told Kent on Sunday: “When you are 
running a programme like Respect you 
have to do it all levels and if it’s done at 
just one level, it will not work. 

“The events seen on Match of the Day 
are often played out on a Sunday morning, 
so what happens at the top of the game is 
profoundly important for what happens at 
the bottom. 

“There are some bad things at the bot¬ 
tom that are distinctive and important - 
parents screaming at referees in games 
involving their kids. Youngsters don’t only 
imitate television, they imitate their dad 
or their mum. We have to make the effort 
at all the levels.” 

The FA chief, who is leading England’s 
World Cup 2018 bid, praised the KCFA for 
their work at grassroots level at the meet¬ 
ing held on Wednesday night at the Kent 
Police College in Maidstone. 

The conference was held as an update 
for members on the KCFA’s five-year 
strategy which includes addressing 
pitches and facilities, respect in the game, 


leadership and governance and develop¬ 
ment and support. 

Lord Triesman said a number of other 
counties across the country are looking to 
adopt a similar approach to the blueprint 
launched by Kent 15 months ago. 

He told KoS: “I think the real strength of 
the Kent FA is that they go through a thor¬ 
ough process which produces results, and 
that’s all I’m really interested in. 

“I know a lot of people in football who 
think that it’s okay as long as you can 
write a good plan and that’s where it stops, 
but that’s not where it stops in Kent. 

“There are one or two other counties 
that have a similar approach, but what I 
see is people look at the counties that 
work and see what they can learn.” 

KCFA chairman Barry Bright, who is also 
vice-chairman of the FA, revealed the asso¬ 
ciation is hoping to launch academies for 
referees and coaches in the county. 

“We are advanced in our thoughts of a 
referee’s academy for the county,” he said. 
“The coaching academy is very much at an 
early stage as that’s been brought forward 
by the strategy board to run alongside our 
existing coaching. 

“But at the moment, I need £1 million to 
build a KCFA headquarters and we’re con¬ 
fident that will go ahead now. 

“The referees’ academy is well advanced 
but still need more finance so the coaching 
academy comes number three in the list, 
but I think it will happen. 

“No other association in the country has 
a coaching academy so Kent would be 
leaders once again.”

Hoy injury fails 
to put a dent in 
Staff confidence 


JAMIE Staff is unfazed at being the focal 
point of Great Britain’s Track Cycling 
Championship team, after triple gold 
medallist Chris Hoy pulled out of the 
squad through injury. 

The Olympic champion, from Ashford, 
was named in the Great Britain Team 
Sprint squad on Monday and will be 
joined by Beijing Team Sprint team-mate 
Jason Kenny and Hoy’s replacement, 
Matt Crompton. 

The 35-year-old will be the team’s most 
experienced rider at the World Champion¬ 
ships in Pruszkow, Poland, next week, and 
it is something he is looking forward to. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I don’t feel 
there is any more pressure on me. I have 
been the oldest in the squad for a number 
of years and I have always made it part of 
my job to help bring on the youngsters.” 

Tough 

France won the Team Sprint world title 
last year in Manchester and Staff admits the 
gold medal will be tough, especially without 
the injured Hoy, in what he describes an 
“unpredictable championship”. 

He said: “The Olympics is the pinnacle of 
the sport, but the World Championships in 
Track Cycling is certainly up there. To win 
the world title is most definitely the aim. 

The Great Britain cycling team 
picked up 14 Olympic medals at Beijing 
last summer, but Staff is not expecting a 
repeat next week. 

He added: “There is going to be a lot 
more attention from the media on us going 
into the event, but we are not expecting 
to dominate like we did in Beijing. It is a 
transitional period and it has been a long 
season for us, but there is no reason why 
we cannot have a medal haul.” 

Staff will begin his World Championship 
assault in the Team Sprint qualifying 
round on Wednesday.
